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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

A  year  ago  your  board  in  their  annual  report  outlined 
in  as  comprehensive  a  form  as  was  possible  the  activities  and 
accomplishments  of  the  various  departments  during  the  four 
years  under  the  present  form  of  town  management.  That 
the  voters  appreciated  the  results  accomplished  and  the  sys¬ 
tem  which  makes  it  possible,  we  feel  is  clearly  demonstrated 
from  the  results  of  the  vote  of  May  23,  1925,  on  the  retention 
of  the  town  management  form  of  government,  which  resulted 
in  an  emphatic  endorsement  of  the  present  system.  We  be¬ 
lieve  that  these  advantages  will  be  more  and  more  apparent 
as  time  goes  on;  for  one  of  the  chief  advantages  is  perma¬ 
nent  centralized  control,  with  a  definite  program  covering  a 
period  of  years,  the  value  of  which  may  only  be  realized  in 
the  future. 

Your  board  again  feel  the  necessity  of  emphasizing  the 
fact  that  no  action  has  been  taken  on  the  adoption  of  By- 
Laws.  As  a  board  we  are  in  a  position  where  we  can  appre¬ 
ciate  the  vital  need  of  fixed  policies  as  covered  by  adequate 
by-laws,  and  we  again  urge  immediate  action  on  this  matter. 

We  believe  that  the  voters  are  guilty  of  a  short-sighted 
policy  in  rejecting  offers  of  the  State  and  County  to  finan¬ 
cially  assist  in  co-operation  with  the  town  on  a  fixed  ratio  in 
the  construction  and  rebuilding  of  our  more  important  high¬ 
ways.  It  should  be  realized  that  unless  this  appropriation 
from  the  State  and  County  is  taken  advantage  of  by  us  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  in  which  it  is  offered,  it  is  lost  to  us.  While  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  our  highways  is  such  a  large 
problem,  it  appears  to  the  board  that  in  not  taking  advantage 
of  the  money  from  the  State  and  County,  we  are  sacrificing  a 
real  opportunity  to  improve  our  roads  at  minimum  expense. 

During  the  current  year  the  program  of  additional  ex¬ 
tensions  of  gas  and  electric  service  has  been  continued.  This 
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broadens  the  field  of  the  service  and  at  the  same  time  brings 
added  revenue  to  the  departments.  In  this  connection  we 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  gas  plant  is  now 
operating  at  its  capacity,  and  one  of  several  plans  for  an 
increase  of  volume,  together  with  uninterrupted  supply,  must 
be  immediately  adopted. 

In  order  to  protect  the  town  from  the  possibility  of  a 
continuance  of  interruptions  in  our  electric  service,  a  plan 
has  been  developed  whereby  we  believe  this  difficulty  can  be 
reduced  to  a  minimum. 

A  problem  that  has  received  considerable  of  our  atten¬ 
tion  the  past  year  has  been  the  matter  of  the  congestion  of 
our  main  business  streets.  We  are  confronted  with  a  nar¬ 
row  street  with  trolley  tracks,  through  which  one  of  the  most 
important  streams  of  automobile  traffic  in  the  state  passes. 
To  still  further  complicate  the  situation,  several  passenger 
busses  make  their  terminals  here,  and  the  New  England 
Transportation  Co.,  which  is  entering  this  field  of  passenger 
transportation  extensively,  is  seeking  to  operate  additional 
service  through  the  business  center.  To  relieve  partially 
this  condition  it  has  seemed  advisable  to  divert  the  busses  to 
less  congested  streets,  with  a  central  and  common  terminal 
as  near  the  business  center  as  possible.  The  present  parking 
space  on  Union  street  has  been  selected.  To  take  care  of  the 
travelling  public  we  ask  authority  to  construct  a  much- 
needed  modern  comfort  station,  in  connection  with  which  a 
waiting  place  may  be  maintained. 

With  the  entry  of  the  New  England  Transportation  Co., 
in  the  field  of  passenger  service  by  busses,  and  the  probability 
that  this  branch  of  transportation  will  assume  increasing 
importance  in  the  near  future,  it  seemed  advisable  to  place 
the  various  operating  companies  on  a  more  business-like  basis 
in  relation  to  the  town.  Accordingly,  revised  Rules  and 
Regulations  have  been  adopted  in  accordance  with  Statutes 
enacted  by  the  State.  These  provide  for  a  yearly  license  with 
a  fee  of  $10.00  for  each  bus  operated  and  a  fixed  indemnity 
bond.  In  addition,  all  new  applications  for  permission  to 
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operate  passenger  busses  in  town  are  given  a  public  bearing, 
and  no  license  in  force  is  renewed  without  a  public  hearng. 

During  the  current  year  following  an  extensive  audit  by 
the  State  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  a  rear¬ 
rangement  of  the  accounting  and  bookkeeping  departments 
was  put  into  effect,  by  which  Mr.  William  W.  Brackett  became 
collector  of  all  monies  due  the  departments  and  Mr.  Waldo 
S.  Thomas  became  the  accountant  in  charge  of  all  accounts. 
The  advantages  are  obvious.  At  the  present  time  there  are 
very  few  past  due  accounts  in  the  various  departments  out¬ 
standing  and  it  is  the  aim  of  the  board  to  show  a  clean  slate 
in  this  respect  in  the  near  future. 

The  board  feel  that  the  town  is  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  retain  Town  Manager  H.  J.  Goodale.  He  is  conscientious 
and  enthusiastic  in  his  work  and  his  services  to  the  town  are 
becoming  increasingly  valuable  as  time  goes  on. 

In  working  out  the  problems  of  town  government  as  they 
come  to  us,  we  ask  your  sincere  co-operation,  for  in  this  man¬ 
ner  only  can  the  advancement  of  each  citizen  be  accomplished.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  MANAGER 

Board  of  Selectmen, 

Middleboro,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  and 
recommendations  as  Town  Manager,  this  being  the  fifth  year 
of  this  form  of  government  in  Middleboro. 

As  each  department  will  submit  a  detailed  statement  of 
its  activities,  only  the  more  important  items  of  interest  will 
be  included  in  this  report. 

STATE  SYSTEM  OF  ACCOUNTING 

The  results  obtained  the  past  year  by  the  use  of  this 
method  of  keeping  a  record  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
town  have  fully  justified  the  expense  of  its  installation. 

The  Accountant  not  only  keeps  the  book  of  the  various 
departments,  but  acts  as  Auditor  as  well,  so  that  at  the  end  of 
each  month  an  audit  is  made  of  all  the  departments  and  a  gen¬ 
eral  financial  statement  is  made  for  the  use  of  the  heads  of 
each  department. 

By  combining  the  duties  of  Tov7n  Clerk  and  Accountant 
into  one  office,  the  expense  of  operating  this  department  is 
reduced  to  a  minimum,  as  the  fees  received  by  the  Town  Clerk 
for  recording  mortgages,  births,  deaths,  marriages,  etc.,  are 
turned  into  the  Town  Treasurer,  when  formerly  they  were 
retained  by  him  as  part  of  his  salary.  These  receipts  amount¬ 
ing  to  nearly  $1,000  should  be  credited  from  the  expense  of 
this  office,  thus  leaving  the  actual  cost  to  the  tax  payer  for 
the  maintenance  of .  this  department  of  $1125,  instead  of 
$2125  as  showrn  on  the  budget. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  the  work 
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of  Waldo  S.  Thomas,  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  for  the 
faithful  and  painstaking  care  which  he  has  given  to  the  duties 
of  his  office. 


FINANCIAL 

The  financial  condition  of  the  town  still  shows  improve¬ 
ment,  as  no  bonds  or  notes  have  been  issued  this  year.  The 
policy  of  “pay  as  you  go”  is  still  being  used. 

On  Jan.  1,  1926  the  total  bonded  debt  of  the  town  is 
$55,650,  made  up  of  the  following  items: — School  House  Loan 
$1650,  Plymouth  County  Hospital  Loan  $8,000,  Water  De¬ 
partment  Equipment  Loan  $1,000,  Water  Department  Stand¬ 
pipe  and  Filter  Loan  $35,000,  and  the  Municipal  Gas  and 
Electric  Dept.  Loan  $10,000.  Of  these  the  Water  Dept,  and 
the  Gas  &  Electric  Dept.  Loans  are  outside  the  debt  limit, 
and  are  paid  from  their  earnings,  and  only  the  School  and 
Hospital  loans  are  paid  from  taxation. 

The  Hospital  loan  of  $8,000  is  also  outside  of  the  bonded 
debt  limit,  and  does  not  effect  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the 
town. 


WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  condition  of  this  department  continues  to  improve 
with  the  care  and  thought  which  is  continually  being  put  into 
it.  All  gates,  hydrants  and  curb  stops  are  now  in  good  work¬ 
ing  condition.  The  new  water  rates  which  went  into  effect 
July  1,  1925  have  reduced  the  income  of  the  department  ma¬ 
terially,  but  we  hope  the  coming  year  that  we  will  still  be 
able  to  operate  the  department  so  that  the  cost  will  not  ex¬ 
ceed  the  income. 

The  constantly  increasing  amount  of  iron  in  the  raw 
water  from  our  well  necessitates  the  removal  of  coke  in  the 
reisler  and  the  sand  in  the  filter  beds  at  more  frequent  intr- 
vals.  This  year  we  have  renewed  the  coke  and  next  year  it 
will  be  necessary  to  renew  the  sand  in  the  filters.

The  program  originally  laid  out  of  building  as  much 
gravel  road  each  year  as  the  general  appropriation  would 
permit  has  been  continued  this  year  with  the  result  that 
much  needed  improvements  have  been  made  on  Barrows  St., 
Clifford  St.,  Frank  St.,  Lane  St.,  Miller  St.,  North  St.,  Oak 
St.,  Pleasant  St.,  France  St.,  Purchase  St.,  Rocky  Meadow 
St.,  School  St.  Ext.,  Titicut  St.  and  Vine  St.  Not  only  have 
these  streets  been  graveled,  but  the  gravel  has  been  thor¬ 
oughly  compacted  with  the  roller  and  then  given  two  coats 
of  surface  treatment;  first  with  tar  and  then  with  85%  asphal¬ 
tic  road  oil. 

The  special  appropriation  to  be  used  with  money  allotted 
by  the  State  and  County  for  the  improvement  of  Long  Point 
and  Marion  roads  produced  gratifying  results.  With  the  ten 
thousand  dollars  thus  made  available  we  were  enabled  to 
gravel  and  surface  with  oil  two  miles  of  road,  beginning  at 
the  Middleboro-Lakeville  town  line  and  extending  on  Marion 
road  nearly  to  Perry  St.  We  hope  that  the  town  will  make  a 
like  appropriation  the  coming  year  so  that  the  road  can  be 
completed  to  Rock  Station. 

The  policy  adopted  in  1923  of  building  a  certain  amount 
of  cement  walk  each  year  has  been  continued  with  the  result 
that  the  east  side  of  South  Main  St.,  from  Wareham  St.,  to 
Webster  St.,  and  the  west  side  of  South  Main  St.,  from  Nick¬ 
erson  Ave.,  to  Courtland  St.,  has  been  completed.  We  hope 
that  this  policy  will  be  continued  next  year. 

STREET  LIGHTING 

I  wish  to  renew  my  recommendations  of  last  year  that 
the  street  lighting  in  the  town  be  improved. 

The  White  Way  system  should  be  extended  from  Benton 
St.,  to  Everett  Sq.,  and  the  highway  lighting  system  now 
being  used  on  Barden  Hill  should  be  extended  to  Tispaquin 
St.,  and  this  same  system  should  be  installed  on  Everett  St., 
from  North  St.,  to  Purchade  School,  also  on  Center  St.,  and 
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Taunton  Road.  All  of  these  streets  are  dangerous  for  pedes¬ 
trians  at  night.  While  there  have  been  no  fatal  accidents  as 
yet  there  have  been  many  near  ones,  and  it  is  much  cheaper 
to  light  the  streets  than  to  build  sidewalks. 

There  should  also  be  fifty  new  60  c.  p.  lights  installed  in 
the  residential  section  of  the  town  to  relieve  the  many  dark 
places  which  now  exist. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


By  vote  of  the  town  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Peirce 
Trustees,  $55,000  has  been  made  available  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  new  Fire  Station.  Work  was  begun  Oct.  26th,  and  up 
to  the  present  time  the  cellar  has  been  dug  and  the  founda¬ 
tion  walls  built  so  that  the  work  of  erecting  the  building  can 
begin  as  early  in  the  spring  as  weather  will  permit.  When 
this  building  is  completed  the  most  serious  handicap  of  this 
department  will  have  been  relieved. 

In  spite  of  very  poor  housing  conditions  this  department 
is  well  manned,  and  the  department  as  a  whole  is  very  effi¬ 
cient  as  is  indicated  by  the  small  fire  loss  the  past  year. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


This  department  continues  to  function  in  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  and  efficient  manner.  The  constantly  increasing 
number  of  automobiles  which  pass  through  our  town  adds 
greatly  to  their  duties. 

The  past  summer  this  department  rented  a  motor  cycle 
in  order  that  they  might  better  control  the  traffic  during  the 
week-ends.  This  experiment  proved  so  satisfactory  that  I 
recommend  that  two  motorcycles  be  purchased  for  the  use  of 
this  department  in  order  that  they  may  still  better  control 
traffic  and  be  in  better  position  to  apprehend  violators  of  the 
automobile  and  liquor  laws. 
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HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

■ 

The  educational  and  preventative  work  which  this  de¬ 
partment  is  doing  in  the  schools  with  the  aid  of  the  teachers, 
is  showing  very  good  results  in  preventing  the  spread  of 
contagious  diseases. 

As  the  Health  Officer  is  also  the  Attendance  Officer,  fhe 
prompt  report  to  him  of  absentees  by  the  teachers  enables 
him  to  make  an  examination  of  the  child  in  its  home,  and  if 
the  case  is  suspicious,  information  is  immediately  obtained, 
and  should  this  examination  show  that  the  child  has  a  con¬ 
tagious  disease,  it  is  immediately  quarantined.  The  results 
thus  obtained  have  reduced  the  number  of  contagious  diseases 
from  815  in  1923  to  288  in  1925. 

There  is  a  larger  number  of  tuberculosis  patients  under 
treatment  at  the  present  time  than  ever  before.  Active  work 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease  among  children,  by  re¬ 
cording  the  weight  of  the  school  children,  is  being  done,  all 
underweights  are  watched  and  examined  and  those  with 
tuberculosis  tendencies  are  given  proper  treatment. 

Proper  inspections  are  being  made  of  bakeries,  restau¬ 
rants,  etc.,  to  see  that  the  State  Laws  are  complied  with. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  made  regarding  the  col¬ 
lection  of  garbage  this  year,  and  I  recommend  that  a  suffi¬ 
cient  appropriation  be  added  to  that  of  the  Poor  Department, 
so  that  this  work  can  be  handled  in  connection  with  the  Poor 
Farm. 


MOTH  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  is  steadily  growing  in  value  to  our  citi¬ 
zens.  While  there  may  be  some  questions  as  to  the  need  of 
the  annual  appropriation  which  has  been  made  in  the  past 
for  the  combating  of  the  gypsy  and  brown  tail  moth  pest, 
it  is  very  evident  that  the  services  of  this  department  are 
in  greater  demand  each  year  by  the  owners  of  cranberry  bogs 
and  orchards. 

This  year  237  jobs  of  private  spraying  were  done  as 
against  195  last  year  and  134  in  1923. 
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Mr.  Carpenter  the  superintendent  of  this  department  is 
well  educated  along  these  lines,  and  is  extremely  interested  in 
trees  of  all  kinds.  His  knowledge  and  advice  is  at  the  com¬ 
mand  of  any  of  our  citizens,  and  the  department  is  in  posi¬ 
tion  to  do  pruning,  trimming,  cavity  work,  spraying,  setting 
out  or  any  other  Avork  in  connection  with  trees,  the  only 
charge  being  the  actual  cost  of  the  work. 

This  department  is  the  flying  squad  of  the  Forest  Fire 
Department,  and  their  prompt  response  to  these  fire  alarms 
has  reduced  the  fire  damage  to  a  minimum. 

This  department  also  takes  care  of  the  outside  school 
houses  by  cleaning  and  making  the  minor  repairs.  In  fact 
they  are  the  handy  men  who  can  be  called  upon  to  take  care 
of  the  small  jobs  which  come  up  from  time  to  time. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS 

The  policy  initiated  in  1923  of  putting  the  public  build¬ 
ings  in  proper  condition  has  been  continued  this  year. 

The  school  houses  at  the  Green,  Waterville,  Wappanucket 
and  Thomastown  have  been  thoroughly  painted  inside  and 
out,  a  new  furnace  has  been  put  in  at  the  West  Side  school, 
and  one  at  School  St.,  has  been  repaired.  A  partition  has 
been  put  in  the  upper  room  of  the  Union  St.  school,  thus 
making  two  rooms  out  of  one.  With  these  improvements 
made  there  remains  three  of  the  rural  schools  which  should 
be  painted  the  coming  year,  Pleasant  St.,  Plymouth  St.,  and 
Purchade. 

GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  DEPARTMENT 

There  are  two  conditions  in  this  department  which  should 
be  remedied  as  soon  as  possible. 

First : — the  daily  gas  consumption  is  fast  approaching 
the  capacity  of  our  holder,  and  at  the  present  time  this  holder 
contains  but  little  more  than  the  daily  consumption  so  that  if 
anything  should  happen  to  the  single  manufacturing  set 
which  would  take  more  than  twenty-four  hours  to  repair,  the

town  would  be  without  gas.  This  is  a  serious  situation  a& 
quite  a  large  percent  of  our  gas  customers  depend  on  gas  for 
their  cooking  and  should  this  supply  be  cut  off  it  would  be 
most  inconvenient  to  say  the  least.  fThis  may  happen  at  any 
time  as  the  single  set  we  are  now  depending  on  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  gas,  was  installed  in  1911,  and  is  fast  reaching 
its  limit  of  usefulness.  This  situation  can  be  remedied  in 
any  one  of  three  ways;  by  installing  a  duplicate  set,  by  pur¬ 
chasing  high  pressure  gas  from  the  Taunton  Gas  Co.,  or  by 
purchasing  gas  from  the  Brockton  Gas  Co.  The  purchase 
of  high  pressure  gas  seems  to  be  the  logical  thing  to  do,  as 
the  cost  of  this  installation  is  about  the  same  as  enlarging  the 
plant,  and  either  one  will  sell  the  gas  to  us  at  the  holder 
cheaper  than  we  can  manufacture  it.  Also  with  high  pressure 
gas  coming  into  the  town  we  would  be  in  position  to  serve 
sections  which  cannot  be  reached  with  low  pressure.  I  recom¬ 
mend  that  this  be  given  serious  consideration  the  coming  year. 

Second : — The  service  we  are  giving  in  the  electric  light 
department  is  not  what  it  should  be,  as  this  year  there  were 
52  outages  for  a  total  of  53  hours,  and  53  minutes;  28  hours 
and  39  minutes  of  the  total  occurred  between  7  A.  M.  and  5 
P.  M.  This  of  course  is  a  serious  handicap  to  business  and 
effects  both  the  employer  and  employe.  The  remaining  time 
effects  the  stores  and  the  householders.  This  condition  can 
be  remedied  in  any  one  of  three  ways;  by  building  a  high 
tension  line  to  Pratt  town  in  Bridgewater  and  connecting 
with  the  Brockton  Edison  Co.,  at  that  point,  by  building  a 
high  tension  line  through  Lakeville  to  the  Lakeviile-Freetown 
line  and  connecting  there  with  the  New  Bedford  Co.,  and 
as  the  Plymouth  Company  is  going  to  connect  with  the  Brock¬ 
ton  Edison  Co.,  through  Kingston  we  could  depend  on  our 
present  line  to  Plymouth  as  they  will  then  have  a  source  of 
supply  from  New  Bedford  and  Brockton,  and  they  will  be  in 
a  position  to  supply  us  from  either  central  station.  We  can 
therefore  expect  better  service  as  probably  the  only  outages 

which  would  occur  would  be  on  our  own  line,  and  these  in 
the  past  have  been  very  few. 
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More  gas  mains  have  been  laid  this  year  than  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years,  10,700  feet  have  been  laid  on  16  streets  and  78 
new  meters  have  been  set.  There  are  about  two  more  miles  to 
be  completed  in  order  to  serve  all  the  houses  that  can  be 
reached  with  low  pressure  gas. 

Forty-two  and  seventeen  (42.17)  miles  of  new  electric 
light  wires  have  been  strung  this  year  on  seven  additional 
miles  of  streets,  and  191  new  meters  have  been  installed. 

This  department  is  growing  so  rapidly  that  some  dif¬ 
ferent  method  should  be  used  to  accomplish  the  work  in  the 
office. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
courteous  treatment,  help  and  advice  which  you  have  given 
me,  and  to  those  associated  with  me  who  have  one  and  all 
worked  so  harmoniously  in  carrying  out  our  policies  I  wish 
also  to  express  my  deep  appreciation.

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REPORT  OP  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Middleboro,  Massachusetts,  January  4,  1926 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board : 

The  following  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  is  respectfully  sub¬ 
mitted  : 

The  outstanding  problem  of  the  school  department — the 
relief  of  the  school  congestion  by  the  erection  of  a  new  High 
School  building — still  remains  to  be  solved. 

The  attempts  to  secure  such  a  solution  at  the  several 
town  meetings  last  year  failed,  as  have  those  in  the  past  few 
years. 

Another  committee  is  now  at  work  on  the  problem  and 
before  this  report  is  submitted  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  it 
is  possible  that  the  voters  of  the  town  may  have  favorably  de¬ 
cided  the  question  and  made  the  necessary  appropriation  for 
carrying  it  into  effect.  Such  an  action  would  mean  much  for 
the  schools  of  the  town.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  people  desire  a  new  High  School  building  and 
lend  their  voice  and  vote  to  this  end.  The  efforts,  however, 
to  secure  a  two-thirds  vote,  necessary  to  secure  the  appropri¬ 
ation,  has  fallen  short ;  in  a  few  times,  however,  by  but  a  few 
votes. 

Statistics  of  attendance  for  the  past  few  years  indicate 
that  the  school  enrollment  is  gradually  increasing  from  year 
to  year  and  each  year  calls  for  a  new  readjustment  of  the 
grades  to  meet  these  congested  conditions. 

Arrangements  were  made  last  summer  for  increasing  the 
seating  capacity  of  the  Central  Elementary  Schools  so  that 
room  for  85  additional  seats  and  desks  became  available  and, 
therefore,  it  was  not  necessary  to  place  more  pupils  on  the 
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part-time  plan,  except  at  the  West  Side  School,  where  for  the 
first  time  the  double-shift  plan  is  in  operation  for  grades  4 
and  5.  There  are  now  four  schools  on  the  double-shift  plan 
and  but  for  the  above  arrangements  four  more  would  now  be. 

The  grading  for  next  year  presents  the  most  perplexing 
problem  that  has  as  yet  come  up  for  solution. 

It  will  be  necessary,  too,  to  find  one  more  room  for  the 
additional  teacher  in  the  High  School  corps  next  year. 

To  accommodate  the  overflow  at  the  West  Side  and  to 
relieve  the  congestion  in  several  of  the  Suburban  Schools  it 
will  be  necessary  to  transfer  nearly  100  pupils  from  these 
schools  to  the  School  Street  School.  As  there  will  not  be  room 
available  for  all  the  pupils  this  will  mean  the  placing  of  sev¬ 
eral  grades  on  the  double-shift  plan.  It  is  a  conservative  esti¬ 
mate  that  nearly  300  pupils  in  the  Central  Elemenlary 
Schools  will  be  on  a  part-time  plan  next  September. 

The  following  activities  of  the  past  year,  briefly  sum¬ 
marized,  will  be  of  interest : 

A  successfully  conducted  Teachers’  Institute  at  the  High 
School  building  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education.  It  was  an  exceedingly  helpful  meeting. 

An  interesting  exhibition  of  the  work  in  drawing  of  all 
the  grades  and  the  High  School  in  the  Town  Hall.  The  draw¬ 
ing  work  is  on  a  good  foundation  and  excellent  work  is  being 
done. 

The  usual  praiseworthy  musical  entertainments  under 
the  direction  of  the  supervisor  of  music.  The  music  work  in 
our  schools  has  reached  a  high  degree  of  efficiency  and^both 
the  vocal  and  instrumental  w*ork  is  favorably  commented 
upon.  The  High  School  Orchestra  is  an  excellent  organiza¬ 
tion.  A  Boys’  Band  has  this  year  been  an  added  musical 
activity  in  the  High  School. 

The  presentation  of  a  framed  picture  to  the  School 
Street  School,  the  establishing  of  a  scholarship  fund,  the  in¬ 
come  to  be  awarded  annually  to  some  deserving  member  or 
members  of  the  graduating  class  of  the  High  School  as  an  aid 
in  securing  higher  education,  and  the  offering  annually  of  two

prizes  for  the  two  best  essays  written  by  members  of  the  High 
School — all  these  by  the  Cabot  Club — which  thus  gives  praise¬ 
worthy  encouragement  to  the  interests  of  education. 

The  meetings  of  the  Parent-Teachers’  Associations  con¬ 
nected  with  ten  of  our  schools  which  have  been  of  so  much 
help  to  the  schools,  and  the  many  improvements  made  in 
the  rooms  due  to  their  interest;  the  Visitation  Days  of  par¬ 
ents;  the  special  occasions  at  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  and 
School  Memorial  Day;  the  interesting  graduation  programs; 
the  valuable  work  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross,  so  practical  in 
the  teaching  of  thoughtfulness  for  others ;  the  varied  programs 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Teachers’  Association;  the  helpful 
meetings  of  principals,  grade  teachers,  suburban  institutes 
and  general  meetings,  so  long  a  factor  in  school  supervision ; 
the  valuable  work  of  the  Nutrition  Committee  in  furnishing 
milk  for  the  midmorning  lunch,  a  great  help  in  the  health 
program ;  the  practical  benefits  of  the  Evening  Practical  Arts 
Course  for  women,  so  successful  in  bringing  new  methods 
for  home  work;  these  and  many  other  contributing  factors 
have  served  to  make  the  work  of  the  schools  the  past  year 
interesting,  progressive  and  efficient. 

i 

The  amount  expended  for  repairs  was  the  largest  in 
many  years,  but  it  was  money  well  spent  as  now  nearly  all 
the  school  buildings  are  in  good  condition.  A  new  furnace 
has  been  installed  at  the  West  Side  building;  the  School 
Street  building  has  been  painted ;  the  division  of  the  upper 
room  at  Union  Street  building  entailed  an  expense  of  nearly 
$1,000.00,  owing  to  the  cost  of  an  electric  ventilating-heating 
apparatus  ordered  by  the  State  Inspector;  the  Green,  Water- 
ville,  Thomastown  and  Wappanucket  buildings  have  been 

painted  and  the  interior  of  each  building  thoroughly  reno¬ 
vated,  presenting  an  attractive  appearance.  It  is  probable 
that  no  other  town  in  the  State  has  its  rural  school  buildings 
in  such  good  condition  as  those  in  Middleboro.  This  year 
the  Purchade,  Plymouth  Street  and  Pleasant  Street  build¬ 
ings  will  be  painted  and  then  these  rural  school  buildings 
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will  not  call  for  much  expenditures  for  repairs  for  several 
years. 

The  fitting  up  of  the  additional  rooms  at  the  Union 
Street  building  and  in  the  Town  Housfe  was  done  at  a  small 
expenditure  as  we  were  fortunate  in  securing  130  seats  and 
desks  at  a  very  low  price. 

Electric  lights  have  been  installed  in  the  central  rooms 
which  did  not  have  them  so  that  now  all  the  school  rooms  are 
thus  equipped — a  great  help  in  carrying  on  the  work  in  dark 
days.  At  the  High  School  electric  lights  should  be  placed  in 
all  the  rooms.  The  stairs  need  repairing  and  many  seats  and 
desks  will  be  needed  to  give  a  sufficient  number  of  home  seats 
for  the  enrollment  next  year.  An  additional  room  will  be 
needed  for  an  extra  teacher.  A  visit  to  the  building  recently 
resulted  in  a  demand  by  the  State  Inspector  for  a  fire  escape 
on  each  end  of  the  building  and  several  changes  in  the  inte¬ 
rior.  The  changes  in  the  first  floor  of  the  Union  Street  build¬ 
ing  similar  to  those  on  the  floor  above  will  call  for  an  expen¬ 
diture  of  nearly  $1,000.00.  A  large  appropriation  for  repairs 
will  therefore  be  asked  for  the  present  year. 

While  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  schools  is  gradually 
increasing  owing  to  the  increase  in  number  of  teachers, 
caused  by  increase  in  number  of  pupils,  and  the  increase  in 
cost  of  books  and  supplies,  owing  to  a  larger  enrollment, 
Middleboro  is  not  paying  for  supervision  and  for  salaries  of 
its  teachers  as  large  a  sum  as  is  paid  in  many  of  the  towns 
in  the  County  and  State  of  the  same  size.  The  cost  of  trans¬ 
portation  is  increasing  and  it  is  a  problem  how  it  can  be 
kept  down.  Whether  it  would  be  better  for  the  town  to  own 
its  busses,  give  out  by  contract  to  bidders  the  award  to  trans¬ 
fer  the  pupils  or  make  private  terms  with  individuals  own¬ 
ing  their  conveyances,  as  at  present,  are  very  important  ques¬ 
tions.  The  Board  has  recently  appointed  a  sub-committee  to 
look  into  the  matter  of  charting  the  routes  over  which  con¬ 
veyances  can  best  go  to  meet  the  conditions  and  when  this 
is  determined  then  certain  sections  of  the  highways  can  be 
put  into  good  condition  each  year  and  in  a  few  years  all  the 


routes  be  made  passable  the  year  round. 

The  courses  of  study  which  have  been  undergoing  revision 
have  been  placed  in  the  schools  the  past  year.  In  the  grades 
the  fundamentals  are  strongly  emphasized  and  a  recent  sur¬ 
vey  of  the  schools  shows  that  between  60  and  70  per  cent  of 
the  time  is  given  to  the  three  R’s. 

A  state  wide  test  in  arithmetic  for  grades  5,  6  and  7, 
conducted  by  the  School  of  Education  of  Boston  University, 
was  given  in  those  grades  of  the  Central  Schools  in  December 
with  very  creditable  results. 

The  Bolenius  System  of  Reading  is  being  used  in  grade 
one  of  the  Forest  Street  School,  and  the  results  are  so  satis¬ 
factory  that  it  should  be  extended  to  other  grades  next  year. 

The  course  in  reading  carried  on  by  the  librarian  of  the 
Public  Library  with  the  upper  grades  of  the  School  Street 
School  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  pupils.  The  object  of 
the  course  is  to  teach  pupils  how  to  use  the  dictionary,  ency¬ 
clopedias  and  reference  books.  The  pupils  visit  the  library 
once  a  week  for  these  lessons. 

Attention  has  been  called  to  an  intensive  phase  of  ethical 
teaching  in  the  schools.  Copies  of  Collier’s  Moral  Code  have 
been  placed  in  the  schoolrooms  and  lessons  bearing  on  those 
traits  that  make  for  upright  character  are  being  given.  Cer¬ 
tainly  in  these  hectic  times  when  the  homes  seem  to  be  plac¬ 
ing  much  of  the  moral  training  of  the  children  on  the  schools 
and  are  looking  to  the  teachers  for  that  character  develop¬ 
ment  which  will  make  worthwhile  citizens,  the  teaching  of 
morals  should  find  a  prominent  place  in  the  school  curricu¬ 
lum. 

The  work  of  the  schools  the  past  year  can  be  regarded 
as  very  satisfactory.  There  have  been  fewer  changes  than 
usual.  There  were  two  resignations  in  the  Central  Schools, 
none  in  the  Suburban  Schools,  although  three  teachers  were 
transferred  to  the  Central  Schools,  and  four  in  the  High 
School.  One  more  teacher  was  added  to  the  High  School 
faculty  and  two  more  in  the  grades.  Miss  Mary  H.  Head, 
who  has  served  in  our  schools  for  several  years  as  a  faithful 
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worker,  was  retired  on  a  pension  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education,  July  1,  1925.  The  position  of  Submaster  was 
created  at  the  School  Street  School  and  Henry  B.  Burkland 
of  the  South  Middleboro  School  was  transferred  tj  that  po¬ 
sition.  A  new  Supervisor  of  Drawing  succeeded  Miss  Wells 
who  resigned  to  accept  a  more  lucrative  position  in  Fair- 
haven. 

In  September  the  eight-grade  system  became  a  part  of 
our  educational  system  and  hereafter  there  will  be  twelve 
grades  in  the  course — grades  1  to  8  in  the  elementary  schools 
and  grades  9  to  12  in  the  High  School. 

Out-of-town  teachers  visiting  our  schools  comment  on  the 
amount  of  material  the  teachers  have  to  work  with.  It  is  es¬ 
sential  for  good  schools  that  they  be  thus  equipped.  It  is 
doubtful  if  any  system  of  rural  one-room  schools  in  the 
state  is  so  well  supplied  with  educational  aids  as  the  rural 
schools  of  our  town.  The  past  year  maps,  charts,  supplemen¬ 
tary  educational  work  for  self-supervised  study  have  been 
placed  in  these  schools.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Central 
Schools. 

I  look  upon  the  past  year  as  the  most  satisfactory  one 
in  my  long  term  of  administration.  I  appreciate  highly  the 
loyalty  and  conscientious  efforts  of  the  teaching  force,  the 
support  of  the  town  in  liberally  financing  the  needs  of  the 
schools,  the  appreciative  attitude  of  the  parents  towards  edu¬ 
cational  problems  and  the  great  interest  shown  in  the  schools 
by  frequent  visitation,  and  the  co-operation  I  have  always 
received  from  the  School  Board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Charles  H.  Bates, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir : 

The  High  School  Report  for  last  year  was  devoted  to  an 
analysis  of  the  school  housing  situation  and  the  effect  of 
the  broadened  courses  of  study.  The  length  of  that  report 
made  it  impossible  to  present  a  summary  of  progress  in  the 
various  activities  of  the  school.  Such  statement  is  here 
offered,  covering  the  period  from  September  1923  to  date. 

I.  SCHOLARSHIP 

A.  The  chief  emphasis  of  the  school  is  steadily  upon 
scholarship.  The  graduates  of  the  Middleboro  High  School 
are  making  consistently  good  records  in  the  colleges  and  nor¬ 
mal  schools  to  which  they  have  gone.  In  several  cases  these 
students  have  won  distinct  honors.  The  school  has  a  right  to 
be  proud  of  the  records  of  its  graduates. 

B.  As  an  incentive  to  scholarship  an  4 ‘Honor  Roll” 
has  been  established  which  is  proving  of  distinct  value  to  this 
end.  This  Honor  Roll  is  printed  regularly  in  “  The  Middle¬ 
boro  Gazette.” 

C.  Mid-year  and  Final  Examinations  have  been  estab¬ 
lished  as  an  incentive  to  intensive  study  and  as  a  prepara¬ 
tion  for  college  examinations. 

D.  “The  Washington  and  Franklin  Medal”  offered  by 
The  Massachusetts  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revo¬ 
lution,  for  excellence  in  the  study  of  American  History  is 
now  awarded  annually  in  this  school,  and  is  proving  an  in¬ 
centive  for  the  study  of  this  subject. 
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II.  ADMINISTRATION 

The  administration  of  the  school  has  clearly  in  mind  two 
very  fundamental  purposes:  (1)  to  adapt  the  work  of  the 
school  to  the  ability  and  life  needs  of  the  student,  and  (2)  to 
keep  in  close  touch  with  the  attitude  and  progress  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual  student,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  to  guide  him  wisely. 

A.  One  of  the  most  important  steps  in  adapting  the 
work  of  the  school  to  the  pupils  has  been  the  broadening 
of  the  courses  of  study. 

1.  Ten  subjects  commonly  offered  in  high  schools 
have  been  added  to  the  curriculum. 

2.  With  the  addition  of  these  subjects  it  became 
possible  to  expand  the  two  courses  into  four  distinct  courses, 
the  Classical  Course,  the  Scientific  Course,  the  Commercial 
Course,  and  the  General  Course. 

3.  The  Commercial  Course  has  been  lengthened 
from  a  2-year  to  a  4-year  course. 

4.  Ancient  History,  Algebra,  and  Geometry,  for¬ 
merly  compulsory  subjects  for  every  student  now  appear  as 
“electives”  in  some  of  the  courses. 

5.  A  larger  proportion  of  “elective”  subjects  is 
offered  to  all  students  in  the  school. 

6.  The  number  of  periods  of  Drawing  has  been  in¬ 
creased  from  2  to  6,  and  students  now  take  Drawing  in  their 
free  periods  instead  of  being  required  to  omit  their  regular 
school  work  in  order  to  take  the  subject. 

B.  The  school  has  been  adapting  its  work  increasingly 
to  the  ability  and  needs  of  the  students.  This  is  clearly 
shown  by  the  following  figures : 

Average  number  term  failures  per  pupil  Sept.-Dee.  1923  .62 

Average  number  term  failures  per  pupil  Sept. -Dec.  1924  .56 

Average  number  term  failures  per  pupil  Sept.-Dee.  1925  .48 

In  short,  the  amount  of  failure  has  steadily  decreased  each 
year  for  the  last  three  years,  and  the  amount  of  failure  this 
year  is  about  one-quarter  less  per  pupil  than  in  1923.  In 
terms  of  330  pupils  the  gain  in  adaptation  of  the  work  to  the 
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students  can  be  seen  to  be  most  marked.  It  ought  to  be  noted 
that  this  decrease  in  failure  has  been  achieved  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  in  1923  the  pupils  were,  except  in  a  few  instances, 
carrying  only  four  subjects,  whereas  in  1924  and  1925  at  least 
three-quarters  of  the  students  have  been  carrying  five  sub¬ 
jects. 

These  results  have  been  achieved  through  pursuance  of 
the  second  purpose  above  mentioned,  namely,  keeping  closely 
in  touch  with  the  work  and  progress  of  the  individual  stu¬ 
dents.  The  following  are  the  chief  means  adopted  to  this  end : 

1.  A  teacher-advisor  system  has  been  established.  Each 
student  has  been  assigned  to  a  teacher-advisor  who  takes  a 
personal  interest  in  his  welfare  and  progress,  who  reports 
important  situations  to  the  principal  for  his  attention,  and  to 
whom  the  student  may  go  at  any  time  for  advice  and  help. 

2.  A  course  in  “Study  of  the  Vocations”  has  been  given 
to  non-college  students  in  the  freshman  year  as  a  means  of 
waking  a  more  or  less  definite  purpose  in  their  minds  for 
doing  their  school  work  well,  and  for  giving  them  some  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  world’s  work. 

3.  One  of  the  teachers  has  been  appointed  as  Director 
of  Guidance,  and,  together  with  a  committee  of  students  has 
been  developing  an  educational-guidance  plan  for  leading 
students  to  think  of  those  kinds  of  work  to  which  they  are  best 
suited  and  to  choose  their  courses  and  adapt  their  work  to 
these  ends. 

4.  Intelligence  tests  have  been  given  throughout  the 
school  and  are  used  in  helping  to  understand  and  to  guide 
the  student. 

5.  Pupils  elect  courses  in  the  spring  for  the  following 
fall  and  must  have  elections  approved  by  teacher-advisor, 
parents,  and  Principal,  which  insures  deliberate  and  thought¬ 
ful  selection  of  courses. 

6.  Students  are  permitted  to  change  courses  and  in 
some  cases  subjects  when  the  work  selected  appears  mani¬ 
festly  ill-adapted  to  a  student’s  ability  or  purpose. 

7.  Pupils  are  not  arbitrarily  required  to  repeat  sub- 
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jects  in  which  they  fail;  subjects  are  assigned  as  nearly  as 
possible  in  harmony  with  the  ability  and  need  of  each  stu¬ 
dent. 

8.  Through  a  ‘ 1  Make-up’ ’  slip  system  students  are  ab¬ 
solutely  required  to  make  up  within  a  limited  time  all  work 
lost  through  absence. 

9.  Teachers  are  required  to  be  back  at  school  two  after¬ 
noons  a  week,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  earnestness  and 
interest  that  prevails  in  the  faculty  leads  the  teachers  to  be 
back  most  afternoons  for  make-up  work  and  to  give  extra 
help  to  those  students  who  need  it. 

10.  “Insufficient  Preparation’ ’  slips  and  “Demerit” 
slips  are  passed  to  the  office  daily  by  the  teachers  for  students 
whose  home  work  is  not  well  prepared  or  whose  conduct, 
while  not  requiring  that  they  be  sent  to  the  office,  is  never¬ 
theless  not  satisfactory.  Every  one  of  these  slips  is  given 
the  personal  attention  of  the  Principal  or  Sub-master,  fre¬ 
quently  the  same  day,  and  never  later  than  the  next  morn¬ 
ing.  This  results  in  accurate  knowledge  of  what  is  going  on, 
prompt  attention  to  what  needs  attention,  and  furnishes  a 
permanent  record  of  effort  and  attitude. 

III.  MUSICAL  ACTIVITIES 

1.  Purchase  by  the  school  itself,  from  funds  it  has 
raised,  of  about  $350  worth  of  musical  instruments  which 

have  been  loaned  to  students  of  the  school. 

•  _ 

2.  A  Boys’  Glee  Club  has  been  organized.  Two  gradu¬ 
ates  trained  in  this  club  are  now  members  of  The  Middleboro 
Male  Singing  Society. 

3.  A  Boys’  Quartet  has  been  organized. 

4.  The  Girls’  Glee  Club  has  about  doubled  in  size, 
numbering  at  present  about  100  voices. 

5.  A  school  band  has  been  organized. 

6.  The  school  orchestra  has  been  greatly  increased  in 
size ;  approximately  one  pupil  out  of  ten  in  the  school  is  a 
member  of  the  orchestra  and  is  securing  a  musical  training 
of  great  benefit  to  himself  and  to  the  community. 
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7.  Two  annual  concerts  are  being  given  instead  of  one, 

IV.  LITERARY  INTERESTS 

1.  A  school  paper,  “The  Sachem,”  has  been  established 
and  has  been  regularly  published,  furnishing  interest  to  the 
entire  school  and  valuable  training  to  the  members  of  the 
staff. 

2.  “A  Little  Book  of  Middleboro  High  School  Verse,” 
the  first  volume  of  poems  by  Middleboro  High  School  stu¬ 
dents  has  been  published.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  prove 
a  stimulus  to  literary  interest  of  a  really  high  type. 

3.  An  informal  literary  club  has  been  formed  in  the 
school. 


V.  ATHLETIC  INTERESTS 

1.  The  athletic  program  of  the  school  has  been  broad¬ 
ened  to  include  basket  ball.  For  the  past  two  winters  about 
75  boys  and  girls  have  participated  regularly  in  basket  ball. 
This  season  a  regular  first  and  second  team  are  represent¬ 
ing  the  school  in  a  schedule  with  other  high  schools.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  this  there  are  six  group  teams  playing  a  regular  sched¬ 
ule  among  themselves. 

2.  A  Director  of  Athletics  has  been  appointed  in  the 
school,  insuring  increased  interest  and  activity  in  athletics, 

VI.  MISCELLANEOUS 

1.  A  school  library  has  been  established  under  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  one  of  the  teachers  and  a  committee  of  students,  and 
will  contribute  materially  to  the  work  and  welfare  of  the 
school. 

2.  A  school  play,  “Mother  Carey’s  Chickens,”  by  Kate 
Douglas  Wiggin,  was  given  this  year,  and  proved  to  be  a 
great 'success  both  artistically  and  financially. 

3.  One  of  the  commercial  teachers  has  been  appointed 
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as  School  Treasurer,  books  are  being  kept,  and  all  the  finan¬ 
cial  transactions  of  the  school  are  being  handled  on  a  com¬ 
plete  business  basis. 

4.  The  school  day  has  been  lengthened  to  provide  more 
adequate  school  opportunities  to  the  students. 

5.  An  absolutely  definite  “ point  system’7  of  promotion 
and  graduation  has  been  adopted  and  a  more  definite  system 
of  permanent  records  installed. 

6.  “ American  Education  Week”  has  been  given  due 
recognition  through  “ Parent-Visiting  Days”  and  “Parents’ 
Nights”  at  the  school  during  “American  Education  Week.” 

7.  The  following  additions  have  been  made  to  the  ma¬ 
terial  equipment  of  the  school :  a  number  of  new  and  modern 
text  books  have  been  provided;  adequate  map  equipment  has 
been  provided  for  the  History  department;  a  Yictrola  has 
been  added  for  aid  in  teaching  Typewriting,  Penmanship  and 
the  languages;  two  rooms  have  been  added  to  the  capacity  of 
the  school  by  installing  two  sliding  partitions  in  the  assembly 
hall ;  one  of  these  rooms  has  been  equipped  with  home-room 
seats ;  electric  lights  have  been  installed  in  the  corridors ;  fire 
extinguishers  have  been  placed  on  each  floor,  and  an  addi¬ 
tional  fire  gong  has  been  installed ;  a  modern  and  complete 
filing  cabinet  has  been  installed  in  the  office. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  Professional  study  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  is  most 
important  for  the  welfare  of  the  schools.  It  is  recommended 
that  consideration  be  given  of  a  plan  for  the  awarding  of  a 
bonus  of  $50  to  any  teacher  each  time  that  she  takes  a  course 
of  professional  study  approved  by  the  school  authorities,  and 
provided  that  she  remains  in  the  service  of  the  town  the  en¬ 
suing  year. 

2.  Since  most  girls  become  home-makers  and  therefore 
need  practical  knowledge  of  such  matters  as  home  decora¬ 
tion,  color  harmony  and  design,  sewing,  dressmaking,  mil¬ 
linery,  cooking,  purchasing,  and  budgeting;  since  many  boys 
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take  lip  mechanical  or  hand  work  in  one  form  or  another ; 
since  a  number  of  students  drop  out  of  school  because  of  lack 
of  interest  or  adaptability  to  academic  subjects;  and  because 
it  is  the  duty  of  tax  supported  schools  to  offer  to  the  children 
of  taxpayers  as  far  as  possible  the  kind  of  education  Yv'hich 
they  need  for  their  future  lives — it  is  recommended  that 
thought  be  given  to  the  advisability  of  establishing  courses 
in  Household  Arts  for  girls  and  Manual  Arts  for  boys  when¬ 
ever  housing  conditions  will  permit.  I  do  not  feel  that  I 
should  be  doing  my  duty  in  the  light  of  present-day  educa¬ 
tional  practice  nor  in  behalf  of  a  number  of  the  school  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  town  if  I  were  not  to  recognize  the  need,  value, 
and  importance  of  this  kind  of  work  and  to  go  on  record  as 
recommending  its  adoption. 

I  should  be  ungrateful  indeed  were  I  to  fail  to  mention 
my  deep  appreciation  of  the  loyal,  earnest  and  competent 
service  rendered  by  my  fellow  teachers  of  the  high  school 
faculty  and  special  supervisors;  and  I  speak  for  myself  and 
for  the  entire  faculty  when  I  express  to  you  and  to  the  School 
Committee  our  sense  of  appreciation  for  the  constant  support 
given  to  us  by  you  and  by  the  School  Committee  in  our  efforts 
to  serve  the  school  children  of  Middleboro.

.REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


January  7,  1926 

Mr.  C.  H.  Bates, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  musical  activities 
during  the  past  season.  We  have  tried  to  add  something  each 
year  to  the  already  full  program  and  have  reached  at  last  the 
top  rung  of  every  school’s  ambition — a  full-fledged  “ boys’ 
band,”  which  will  be  further  mentioned  a  little  later  in  this 
report. 

We  have  introduced  new  material  into  the  grades,  and 
the  plan  has  produced  good  results. 

The  West  Side  School  has  bought  two  drums,  and  those 
added  to  the  ones  which  they  already  had  give  them  a  splen¬ 
did  nucleus  for  a  drum  corps  of  their  own. 

At  School  Street  music  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  is 
in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Burkland,  who  is  carrying  on  the  work 
of  the  classes  in  four-part  singing.  He  has  formed  a  girls’ 
glee  club  of  quite  some  size  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades. 

The  drum  corps  is  working  hard  as  usual  with  the  ‘  ‘  nine¬ 
teenth  of  April”  in  mind.  The  inspiration  and  experience 
gained  by  the  boys  in  this  organization  has  made  it  easy  to 
promote  them  to  membership  in  the  High  School  Band  or  Or¬ 
chestra. 

The  orchestra  at  School  Street  is  feeling  rather  proud 
these  days,  as  it  played  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  banquet,  a  few 
weeks  since,  and  most  pleasantly  surprised  the  speaker  (who 
was  from  out  of  town)  and  their  local  friends  as  well,  by  their 
splendid  precision  and  intonation.  It  is  a  very  necessary 
feeder  for  the  High  School  orchestra. 
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The  school  has  bought  several  instruments  this  year, 
viz.,  one  clarinet,  one  trombone,  one  cornet  and  a  set  of  or¬ 
chestra  bells.  The  outfit  for  the  drum  corps  is  also  owned 
by  the  school. 

At  the  High  School  the  music  is  progressing  in  its  usunl 
satisfactory  manner.  First  period  on  Tuesday  being  devoted 
to  choral  work,  and  the  new  books  are  filling  a  long-felt  want. 
The  chorus  is  preparing  several  selections  from  this  book  for 
the  annual  spring  concert  in  May. 

After  school-hours  the  orchestra  meets  for  rehearsal  and 
is  preparing  for  the  mid-year  musical  instrument  concert. 
This  organization  is  getting  to  be  a  big  factor  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  requests  coming  often  for  its  services.  Their  play¬ 
ing  at  the  Mock  Trial  given  by  the  Commercial  Club  recently 
caused  much  favorable  comment. 

The  Boys’  Glee  Club  of  “quality  rather  than  quantity” 
is  working  diligently  on  the  mid-year  program. 

The  Boys’  Quartet,  with  a  seventy-five  per  cent  change 
in  personnel,  (Thomas  Weston  being  the  only  one  of  last 
year’s  organization  who  is  still  with  us,  is  rehearsing  regu¬ 
larly  and  will  uphold  the  past  reputation  of  the  organization. 

The  Girls’  Glee  Club,  with  four  soloists  from  their  ranks, 
is  preparing  “Cinderella”  by  “Abt”  for  the  mid-year  event. 
They  have  a  membership  of  seventy  with  an  average  attend¬ 
ance  of  sixty.  They  have  elected  a  student  manager  and 
leader  who  can  carry  on  the  rehearsal  when  necessary. 

The  new  organization  in  the  school,  the  “Boys’  Band,” 
led  by  Mr.  Nickerson  have  weekly  rehearsals  and  will  make 
their  bow  to  a  Middleboro  audience  in  the  spring  concert. 
The  Band  is  equipped  with  instruments  owned  personally, 
or  bought  by  the  school,  and  loaned  to  individuals  who  wish 
to  learn  to  play. 

The  school  has  already  purchased  several  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  worth  of  these  instruments,  viz.,  two  clarinets,  two  tubas, 
two  slide  trombones,  two  mellophones,  one  baritone,  one  snare- 
drum.  We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  been  presented  with 
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a  fine  bass  drum  by  Mr.  Harold  S.  Thomas,  for  which  we 
publicly  extend  our  appreciation. 

The  music  in  the  Suburban  Schools  is  going  on  in  the 
even  tenor  of  its  way,  part  singing  being  the  procedure  in 
several  instances.  By  the  use  of  the  automobile  it  has  been 
made  possible  to  visit  these  schools  regularly  and  conserve 
time  which  has  been  utilized  to  carrying  on  out-of-school- 
hours  activities  which  otherwise  would  have  been  impossible.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  PENMANSHIP 

Mr.  Charles  H.  Bates, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir : 

I  am  inclosing  my  report  as  Penmanship  Supervisor  in 
the  Middleboro  Schools  for  the  past  year. 

We  are  striving  to  perfect  the  pupils  in  a  penmanship 
system,  which  has  as  its  goal  rapid,  legible,  business  writing. 

During  the  past  year  each  class  room  has  been  furnished 
with  a  set  of  Blackboard  Wall  Charts.  These  charts  are  placed 
in  a  conspicuous  place  where  the  pupils  may  see  at  all  times 
the  perfect  forms  of  all  the  capitals,  small  letters,  and  numer¬ 
als.  The  teachers  state  that  the  improvement  resulting  from 
the  use  of  these  charts  is  noticeable  in  all  written  worii 
turned  in  by  the  pupils. 

Each  teacher  has  for  her  own  guidance,  a  scientifically 
arranged  list  of  the  successive  steps  to  be  taken  in  teaching 
the  subject  of  penmanship.  This  list  also  is  posted  where  it 
may  be  referred  to  constantly  by  the  teacher. 

In  addition,  books  containing  stories  illustrating  the 
forms  of  letters  have  been  obtained  for  the  use  of  the  teacher 
so  that  she  may  make  her  work  interesting  for  the  pupils. 

I  have  prepared,  for  the  use  of  the  teachers,  an  analysis 
of  all  the  letters,  showing  not  only  the  proper  strokes  used  in 
making  the  letters,  but  also  special  drills  and  constructive 
criticism. 

A  greater  number  of  progress  pins  and  certificates  was- 
obtained  this  year  than  last  year. 

With  the  various  aids  mentioned  above,  combined  with 
the  enthusiastic  support  of  our  teachers,  I  look  for  even  great- 
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er  success  for  the  coming  year  than  was  attained  during  the 
past.

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REPORT  OF  ART  SUPERVISOR 

Mr.  Charles  H.  Bates, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  a  report  of  my  work  as  Art 
Supervisor. 

It  is  my  aim  to  give  instruction  that  will  develop  manual 
skill,  better  reasoning  power,  and  an  appreciation  of  the 
beautiful. 

The  work  of  the  grades  consists  of  constructive  design, 
crayon  and  water  color  practice,  object  drawing,  poster  work, 
illustration,  and  nature  study. 

Construction  work  tends  to  develop  manual  skill,  to 
promote  originality  and  self  reliance  and  to  furnish  chil¬ 
dren  with  clear  ideas  of  workmanship. 

Design  is  taught  in  such  a  way  that  the  pupils  visualize 
its  practical  value.  This  is  achieved  by  having  each  one 
use  his  design  on  some  object  of  practical  value  by  applying 
it  to  objects  which  they  make  and  which  are  of  use  in  home 
life. 

Drawing,  painting,  design,  color,  and  handicraft  are 
each  an  important  element  in  art.  To  know  something  or 
much  of  each  phase  will  help  toward  a  better  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  whole.  Each  is  an  important  link  in  the  study 
of  art. 

Representation  teaches  children  to  observe  more  closely 
and  to  appreciate  color  and  form  of  objects.  Thus  art  in  the 
graded  schools  has  become  a  means  of  developing  close 
attention,  keen  observation  and  careful  discrimination. 

It  does  not  claim  to  produce  an  artist,  skilled  in  line, 
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color,  and  form,  but  it  has  its  cultural  values  in  expression 
and  understanding  of  beauty  in  nature  and  finer  things 
of  life. 

The  same  phases  of  art  are  stressed  in  the  High  School 
classes  of  Freehand  Drawing  but  the  work  is  carried  to  more 
advanced  stages,  endeavoring  to  give  the  student  the  power 
to  judge  for  himself  what  is  in  good  taste,  which  later 
develops  an  inclination  to  creation. 

The  work  of  the  mechanical  drawing  consists  princi¬ 
pally  of  elementary  drawing,  including  geometric  problems, 
lettering,  use  of  instruments,  developments,  and  projections. 
Absolute  accuracy  and  attention  to  details  are  of  great  im¬ 
portance  for  without  these  as  a  foundation  advanced  work 
will  be  retarded  and  drafting  worthless. 

Throughout  the  work  the  aim  is  to  train  the  boy  to 
form  habits  of  carefulness,  accuracy  and  neatness  that  will 
be  of  use  to  him  in  future  life. 

Each  grade  is  visited  once  every  two  weeks.  The  suburban 
schools  are  supervised  and  visited  once  a  month.  One  day  a 
week  is  devoted  to  Mechanical  and  Freehand  Drawing  at  the 
High  School. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you 
and  to  the  teachers  for  the  splendid  co-operation  I  am  re¬ 
ceiving.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 
To  the  School  Committee : 

The  work  of  the  School  Physician  being  largely  a  pro¬ 
cess  of  educating  the  parents  as  to  the  importance  of  having 
physical  defects  of  the  child  corrected,  the  progress  made 
from  year  to  year  is  neither  rapid  or  spectacular. 

However,  progress  is  being  made  along  certain  lines,  and 
I  am  able  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  fifty-three,  or 
27  per  cent  of  the  children  in  school  who  were  suffering 
from  diseased  tonsils  and  adenoids  have  undergone  an  oper¬ 
ation  for  their  removal.  Likewise  22  per  cent  of  the  school 
children  who  were  suffering  from  defective  teeth  had  the 
defects  corrected  by  the  family  dentist. 

For  the  results  obtained  due  credit  must  be  given  Miss 
Mary  Canning,  the  Public  Health  Nurse,  whose  untiring 
efforts  have  been  so  important  in  this  work. 

Some  of  her  activities  among  school  children  and  in  the 
home  may  be  here  briefly  outlined: 

During  the  year  she  made  a  total  of  889  visits  to  the 
various  schools  and  homes,  all  in  the  interest  of  the  health  of 
school  children. 

Assisted  the  School  Physician  in  the  yearly  examinations 
and  in  giving  the  Schick  Test. 

Took  470  throat  cultures  for  Diphtheria. 

Weighed  and  measured  school  children,  assisted  in  pro¬ 
viding  milk  for  the  “underweights”  as  well  as  assisting  iu 
the  special  clinic  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Health. 

She  was  instrumental  in  conducting  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  found  to  the  Tubercular  Hospital  at  South  Hanson. 

I  again  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  vain- 
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able  assistance  and  kindly  co-operation  of  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Schools,  the  various  principals  and  several  teachers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  submit  the  seventeenth  annual  report  and  de¬ 
tailed  statement  of  the  duties  performed  by  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  December  31,  1925. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  unusually  busy  one.  The 
constantly  increasing  number  of  automobiles  has  kept  the 
Police  Department  very  busy.  It  would  be  a  great  help  In 
handling  traffic  on  Centre  street  if  some  public  parking  spacs. 
could  be  obtained  near  the  centre  of  the  business  district. 
This  would  greatly  relieve  the  present  congestion,  and  also 
give  the  transient  automobilists  greater  opportunity  to  stop 
and  trade  in  our  stores. 

Realizing  the  big  improvement  made  in  handling  traffic 
this  last  year  by  the  use  of  a  motorcycle  patrol  from  North 
Street  to  the  top  of  Barden  Hill,  I  recommend  that  two 
motorcycles  be  added  to  the  Police  Department.  This  would 
not  only  slow  down  traffic  going  through  our  Town,  but  also 
help  the  Department  to  apprehend  Motor  Law  violators,  and 
make  our  highways  safer  for  all. 

With  the  crime  wave  sweeping  this  section  and  the 
increasing  automobile  traffic,  together  with  the  continual 
dangers  our  officers  face  while  enforcing  the  laws,  I  would 
recommend  that  they  be  given  an  increase  in  salary. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  the  Department  be 
equipped  with  Six  Tear  Gas  Bombs  which  are  very  effective 
in  cases  of  riots  or  where  people  become  violent,  using  fire¬ 
arms,  etc.

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

We  have  continued  this  year  the  work  begun  four  years 
ago  of  testing  all  main  gates,  hydrants  and  curb  stops,  with 
the  result  that  so  far  as  we  know  all  of  these  are  in  perfect 
working  order.  All  the  main  gate  boxes  have  been  brought 
up  to  the  surface,  the  gates  tested,  and  where  found  defective 
they  have  been  repaired.  The  same  has  been  done  to  all  house 
service  connections  so  that  now  should  an  accident  occur  to 
a  hydrant,  main  pipe  or  service  pipe,  the  department  is  in 
position  to  make  repairs  in  the  shortest  possible  time. 

The  meter  problem  is  also  having  serious  attention.  All 
dead  or  slow  meters  are  removed  as  soon  as  discovered  and 
replaced  with  new  ones,  and  as  fast  as  time  will  permit  all 
the  old  meters  are  being  taken  out,  tested,  cleaned  and  re¬ 
paired,  so  that  this  branch  of  the  department  is  fast  showing 
a  substantial  improvement. 

New  water  rates  have  been  adopted  this  year,  giving 
the  larger  consumers  the  benefit  of  a  reduced  rate.  So  far 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
has  been  the  only  one  benefited,  and  their  bills  have  been 
substantially  reduced. 

This  loss  in  revenue  is  a  serious  handicap  to  the  depart¬ 
ment,  as  previous  to  the  reduction  in  rates,  the  income  of 
the  department  was  no  more  than  was  needed  to  keep  it  in  the 
good  condition  which  is  very  much  desired.  However,  the 
department  is  in  good  condition  at  present,  and  we  hope 
even  with  the  reduced  income,  to  keep  it  so. 

The  iron  content  in  the  raw  water  is  constantly  increas¬ 
ing  so  that  the  work  which  the  coke  filter  has  to  do  is  increas¬ 
ing,  necessitating  the  removal  of  the  coke  at  more  frequent 
intervals,  it  became  necessary  therefore  to  renew  the  coke 
this  year.

The  added  work  on  the  coke  filter  is  reflected  in  the  work 
that  the  sand  filter  has  to  do,  so  that  during  the  coming  year 
it  will  be  necessary  to  renew  the  sand  in  these  filters  in  order 
to  insure  a  sufficient  supply  of  the  high  class  water  which  our 
system  of  filtration  is  capable  of  delivering.

In  making  our  report  for  the  year  1925  we  have  to  re¬ 
port  a  disastrous  fire  at  the  Town  Home,  resulting  in  very 
severe  loss.  The  roof  and  upper  floor  were  badly  burned  and 
the  damage  by  fire,  smoke,  and  water  made  necessary  the 
renovating  of  the  whole  house.  The  furnishings  on  the  upper 
floor  and  part  of  those  on  the  second  were  destroyed,  but  they 
have  been  replaced  with  new,  so  we  now  have  the  house  in 
good  repair,  and  with  the  new  furnishings  and  some  changes 
in  the  arrangement  of  the  rooms  we  have  a  more  comfortable 
Home  than  ever  before. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  March  31,  1925  we  were  very 
sorry  to  receive  the  resignation  of  the  Superintendent  and 
Matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rogers,  who  had  served  us  so  satisfac¬ 
torily.  We  were  fortunate,  however,  in  securing  the  services 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bert  G.  Brown,  who  with  their  experience 
are  well  fitted  for  the  position,  and  are  now  successfully  man¬ 
aging  the  house  and  farm. 

We  are  making  some  changes  in  the  activities  on  the 
farm,  from  which  next  year  we  hope  to  show  some  profit. 

Our  financial  report,  as  given  by  our  Town  Accountant 
shows  a  large  increase  in  expense  for  repairs.  The  cost  of 
repairs  and  refurnishing  the  house  after  the  fire  was  about 
$6,000,  $5,000  of  which  was  cared  for  by  insurance.  To  add 
to  our  troubles  at  that  time  the  floor  timbers  at  the  barn  were 
found  to  be  unsafe,  and  replacing  those,  with  other  necessary 
repairs  to  barn  and  other  buildings  cost  us  about  $1,000 
more,  but  all  the  buildings  are  now  in  fine  condition.  We 
have  had  at  the  Home  during  the  year  28  yeople,  11  of  whom 
were  town  charges  and  17  boarders.  Two  have  died  during 
the  year.  Outside  the  Home  we  have  aided  52  families  of 
190  people. 

At  the  Home  on  Christmas  eve  there  was  a  tree  with 
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gifts  for  all  which  were  provided  by  the  Maria  Peirce  Luxury 
Fund  and  friends.  This  was  held  in  one  of  the  larger  rooms 
on  the  second  floor  and  was  attended  by  all.  The  interest  was 
much  increased  by  the  attendance  of  the  Camp  Fire  Girls  who 
came  bringing  gifts  and  Santa  Claus  who  distributed  them. 
The  Girls  later  sang  Christmas  Carols  which  were  much 
appreciated. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
Girls  for  their  effort.  We  also  wish  to  thank  the  charitable 
organizations  of  the  Town  and  all  others  who  have  in  any 
way  assisted  us  in  our  work  during  the  past  year.

To  E.  Kimball  Harrison,  or  either  of  the  Constables  of  the 
Town  of  Middleborough : 

Greetings : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
you  are  hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  all  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  said  town  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet 
at  the  Town  Hall  of  said  town  on  Monday,  January  19,  1925, 
at  eleven  o’clock  A.  M.,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz:

To  raise  such  sums  of  money  by  tax  or  other¬ 
wise,  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  town 
for  the  current  year,  appropriate  the  same  and  to  act  any¬ 
thing  in  relation  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  for 
the  year. 

Article  4.  To  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the

-Voted  that  any  vacancy  occurring  in  any 

committee  appointed  at  this  meeting  may  be  filled  by  other 
members  of  committees.

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shall  be  any  of  the  present  town  officers,  nor  any  person  hav¬

If  they  shall  consider  it  advisable,  they  may,  be¬ 
fore  making  their  report  to  the  special  meeting,  have  it  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Middleboro  Gazette  and  have  it  printed  and 
distributed  to  every  voter.  The  expense  of  printing  and  plac¬ 
ing  this  report  in  the  possession  of  the  voters  shall  be  paid 
by  the  town.  If  this  motion  prevails,  the  moderator  shall  at 
once,  call  for  nominations  for  this  committee.  When  the 
nominations  are  closed,  a  vote  shall  be  taken  and  the  nominee 
who  receives  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  chairman 
of  this  committee.  The  other  two  members  of  this  committee 
shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  chairman.  The 
committee  of  three  is :

Voted  that  whereas  it  is  apparent  that  the  general  attend¬ 
ance  of  the  public  at  this  special  town  meeting  and  its  vari¬ 
ous  adjournments,  for  the  year  1925,  causes  an  unlawful  and 
dangerous  congestion  at  the  place  of  meeting  and  whereas 
such  congestion  has  a  tendency  to  hinder  the  deliberations  of 
those  who  are  qualified  to  vote  at  said  meetings  and  in  some 
instances  has  caused  the  exclusion  of  those  wrlio  are  qualified 
to  vote.  Now  therefore  it  is  hereby  resolved  in  open  town 
meeting,  that  all  persons  be,  and  hereby  are  excluded  from 
the  town  hall  during  the  deliberations  of  said  town  meeting 
and  its  several  adjournments,  excepting  such  persons  who 
are  qualified  to  vote  at  said  meeting. 


Article  1 — Mrs.  Louis  Hathaway,  as  chairman  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  school  needs,  read  the  following  report : 

Middleboro,  Mass.,  March  30,  1925 

Mr.  Moderator : 

I  beg  leave  to  present  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
school  accommodations.  The  members  of  this  committee 
approached  their  task  with  no  preconceived  ideas,  excepting 
that  we  realized  that  while  we  must  not  attempt  to  bond  the 
town  to  the  limit  of  its  indebtedness  liability — neither  must 
we  adopt  such  a  parsimonious  attitude  that  the  efficiency  of 
the  schools  and  the  welfare  of  the  scholars  would  be  jeopar¬ 
dized.  The  building  of  a  school  building  in  Middleboro  has 
been  postponed,  until  even  now  the  grade  schools  are  suffer¬ 
ing;  and  unless  additional  accommodations  are  offered,  con¬ 
ditions  will  have  reached  a  critical  state  in  the  High  School 
by  Sept.,  1926.  Even  now,  the  High  School  is  cramped  for 
lack  of  space ;  and  when  in  Sept.  1926,  the  8th  and  9th  grades 
are  promoted  simultaneously  into  the  High  School,  the  en¬ 
rollment  will  be  very  close  to  500.  For  the  sake  of  concise¬ 
ness,  your  committee  has  considered  500  as  the  unit  of  en¬ 
rollment  in  the  High  School  for  Sept.  1926. 

Two  fifth  grades  are  now  on  the  platoon  system  and  next 
fall  some  grades  in  the  West  Side  school  must  adopt  the  same 
plan.  •  Two  portable  buildings  are  in  use — a  small  one  at 
School  street,  and  a  large  one  at  the  West  Side  School,  and 
the  first  and  second  grades  at  Union  Street,  Forest  Street, 
Purchade  and  the  Rock  are  on  half  time.  The  committee, 
therefore,  realizes  that  they  have  immediate  congestion  in  the 
grades  as  well  as  coming  congestion  in  the  High  School  to 
provide  for. 

The  committee  was  unfortunate  in  losing  two  of  its  mem¬ 
bers,  Mr.  Nickerson,  the  chairman  and  Rev.  Percy  Barnes  by 
resignation  almost  as  soon  as  appointed.  Mr.  Nickerson,  how¬ 
ever,  met  twice  with  us  and  helped  us  greatly  by  outlining  in 
a  concise  form  the  estimated  increases  in  the  High  School  for 
the  next  six  years.  Altho,  regretting  the  loss  of  these  mem¬ 
bers,  we  were  fortunate  in  adding  Mr.  A.  Newkirk  and  Mr. 
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Wales  Andrews  to  our  numbers.  The  business  experience  of 
the  former  and  the  teaching  experience  of  the  latter  have 
both  been  of  great  value  to  us. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  entire  committee,  a  chairman 
was  elected  and  meetings  have  been  held  three  times  a  week 
since.  At  the  first  meeting,  the  committee  decided  that  we 
would  keep  our  deliberations  out  of  the  political  atmosphere, 
that  we  would  keep  our  own  counsel  and  that  wTe  would  deal 
with  the  matter  as  carefully  and  as  conscientiously  as  was 
humanly  possible,  and  that  as  soon  as  we  had  anything  to 
present  to  the  town  we  would  make  such  information  the 
property  of  every  citizen  in  the  town  by  means  of  the  columns 
of  our  local  paper  and  by  report  in  the  special  town  meeting. 

Your  committee  received  and  considered  five  plans  from 
four  architects.  Messrs.  Luce  and  Brown  of  Boston  drew  up 
a  plan  of  the  proposed  alteration  of  the  presenj  High  School. 
It  was  rejected  for  reasons  as  stated  in  the  Gazette  of  last 
Friday.  They  also  presented  plans  for  an  eight-room  build¬ 
ing  with  an  auditorium  seating  500  which  we  had  to  reject, 
because  it  was  more  expensive  than  we  felt  we  could  afford. 

Mr.  Wilson  Harlow  of  Middleboro  also  presented  a  plan 
for  an  addition  with  8  or  10  rooms,  offices  and  an  auditorium ; 
and  while  every  member  of  the  committee  was  personally  dis¬ 
appointed,  because  Mr.  Harlow  did  not  present  a  plan  within 
our  means;  we  were  obliged  to  reject  his  plan;  and  as  he 
refused  to  present  any  other  we  were  forced  to  consider  him 
as  out  of  the  running. 

Mr.  Ralph  Jackson  of  Brockton  p resented  the  best  plan 
for  an  addition  that  was  brought  before  us.  It  was  economi¬ 
cal  and  utilitarian. 

However,  Mr.  W.  H.  McLean  of  Boston  an  architect  of 
wide  school  experience  presented  us  a  plan  for  a  separate 
building  that  was  roomy,  artistic,  utilitarian,  quite  within  our 
means;  and  seemed  in  many  ways  to  solve  our  problem. 

The  first  move  of  this  committee  was  to  consult  Mr.  Bates, 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Mr.  Nickerson,  Principal  of 
the  High  School.  Having  discovered  what  they  must  have 
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and  what  they  would  like  to  have,  we  compromised  by  giving 
them  all  the  necessities  and  forgetting  the  luxuries.  There  are 
many  things  that  we  would  like  to  see  included  in  this  build¬ 
ing,  which  we  feel  we  must  forego ;  until  we  have  procured 
and  paid  for,  at  least,  adequate  housing,  proper  heating,  good 
ventilation,  and  comfortable  quarters  for  our  school  popula¬ 
tion.  Given  these  with  capable,  interested  teachers,  we  feel 
that  the  next  generation  can  be  well  educated,  if  they  so  de¬ 
sire. 

Having  found,  what  we  considered  a  solution  of  the  prob¬ 
lem,  your  chairman  next  invited  Messrs.  Bates  and  Sampson 
and  Messrs.  Nickerson  and  Tillson  to  conferences  with  the 
architect.  Mr.  Sampson  could  not  come,  because  of  a  severe 
cold;  but  the  others  met;  and  several  changes  were  made  in 
the  plans  according  to  their  suggestions.  The  next  move  was 
to  have  the  architect  meet  with  the  members  of  the  school 
board  and  then  with  the  selectmen  and  town  manager.  The 
next  step  is  to  present  them  to  you  tonight  in  the  form  of  this 
committee  report. 

We  have  received  many  letters  and  recommendations 
from  committees  that  Mr.  McLean  has  served  and  all  unite 
in  his  praise.  They  all  say  that  he  figures  very  closely,  but 
that  he  keeps  within  his  estimates. 

We  offer  you  a  colonial  building  with  twelve  classrooms, 
various  offices,  an  auditorium  seating  500  and  a  fire-proof  cov¬ 
ered  bridge  connecting  it  with  the  present  building  at  a  cost 
of  $125,000  furnished.  This  figure  includes  the  architect’s 
fee.  In  connection  with  this  building,  we  will  use  the  second 
floor  of  the  present  building,  thus  giving  home  seats  for  525 
pupils  exclusive  of  the  laboratories  and  the  type-writing  and 
business  rooms.  One  entire  wing  of  the  building  has  been 
given  over  to  the  business  department  with  accommodations 
for  96  business  pupils  and  to  the  sciences.  The  laboratories 
are  upstairs  and  the  business  department  is  downstairs.  The 
four  rooms  downstairs  in  the  present  building  will  be  given 
over  to  the  use  of  the  upper  grammar  grades  which  added  to 
the  two  rooms  made  vacant  by  the  elminating  of  the  ninth 
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grade  will  give  six  extra  school  rooms  for  the  relief  of  the 
grades  in  the  school  system.  By  using  Mr.  Bates’  sug¬ 
gestion  with  regard  to  partitions  in  the  two  large  rooms  in 
the  Union  Street  school,  the  half-time  sessions  in  that  building 
can  be  eliminated  this  fall  and  all  the  scholars  in  that  build¬ 
ing  put  upon  full  time. 

The  building  is  of  hollow  tile  construction  with  Harvard 
brick  facing  with  a  variegated  slate  roof.  All  state  require¬ 
ments  have  been  met  throughout.  The  heating  plant  will  be 
in  the  basement  in  an , absolutely  fire-proof  boiler  room.  The 
plaster  will  be  applied  to  metal  lathing.  The  building  is  well- 
lighted,  well-ventilated,  and  well-heated.  It  is  so  arranged 
that  it  can  be  added  to  in  units  of  two  or  four  classrooms  or 
any  multiple  thereof  at  any  time,  if  the  need  for  more  room 
arises. 

It  has  five  exits  and  will  face  Nickerson  Avenue  if  the 
town  decides  to  place  it  on  this  lot. 

The  committee  takes  pleasure  in  thus  publicly  thanking 
the  architects  who  aided  us  by  submitting  plans  for  our 
approval,  the  teachers  who  consulted  with  us,  Judge  Wash¬ 
burn  for  legal  aid;  and  Editor  Wood  for  the  use  of  his 
columns  last  Friday. 

In  order  to  finance  it,  we  would  like  to  use  $20,000  out 
of  the  $23,000  surplus  of  the  town  and  levy  a  special  school 
tax  of  $3.00  per  M.,  to  be  added  to  the  current  tax  levy  thus 
bringing  in  $25,000  this  year  and  giving  us  $45,000  with 
which  to  start  the  school.  By  then  taking  up  notes  of  $25,000 ; 
$25,000 ;  and  $30,000  for  the  next  three  years  the  school  will 
be  paid  for  and  interest  charges  eliminated  inside  of  three 
years.  We  trust  that  the  opportunity  will  be  given  to  local 
people  both  to  build  it  and  to  furnish  the  capital  for  it. 

As  it  is  physically  impossible  to  get  even  one-third  of 
the  registered  voters  inside  the  Town  Hall,  we  respectfully 
suggest  that  this  question  shall  be  decided  by  means  of  the 
Australian  ballot  at  an  adjourned  town  meeting  to  be  held 
next  Saturday,  April  4th  from  11  a.  m.,  to  8  p.  m.

school  building  as  provided  in  this  motion,  the  sum  of 
$5,000.00  is  to  be  raised  and  included  in  the  current  tax  levy 
for  the  year  1925,  and  the  further  sum  of  $20,000.00  is  to  be

This  not  being 
a  two-thirds  vote  the  motion  was  lost. 

Article  4 — Voted  that  a  committee  of  six  be  appointed 
from  floor  to  consider  and  report  on  school  needs  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  not  later  than  the  last  Monday  of  this  month.  The  school 
committee  was  nominated  and  elected  as  this  committee  of 
six :

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Article  4 — Moved  that  these  committees  incur  no  expense 
to  the  Town. 

Article  3 — Voted  that  transfer  be  made  from  the  Sur¬ 
plus  Revenue  account  to  the  Poor  Department  account  of  an 
amount  equal  to  that  to  be  paid  to  the  town  by  the  Insurance 
Companies  for  damage  resulting  from  the  fire  at  the  Middle- 
boro  Home. 

Voted  to  adjourn  to  April  27th  at  7.30  P.  M.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING,  MAY  18th,  1925 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  7.30  P.  M.,  by  Moderator 
Fletcher  Clark,  Jr. 

The  one  article  in  this  warrant  was  as  follows :  Article 
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1 — To  hear  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed 
under  article  5  of  the  warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting' 
1925,  to  investigate  the  last  four  years  of  the  old  form  of 
Town  Government  and  the  past  four  years  of  the  present 
form  of  Town  Government. 

Warrant  was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Article  1 — The  following  report  of  the  special  commit¬ 
tee  for  investigation  of  Town  Government  for  the  past  eight 
years  was  read  by  Lewis  F.  Harding,  chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  : 

Middleborough,  Mass.,  May  11,  1925. 
To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough: 

Your  committee  elected  at  a  town  meeting  held  on  Febru¬ 
ary  9,  1925  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  merits  of  the 
present  and  former  forms  of  town  government,  begs  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report : 

Your  committee  began  its  investigations  without  preju¬ 
dice,  and  has  endeaevored  to  act  throughout  with  an  unbiased 
mind.  We  held  several  meetings,  at  each  of  which  the  method 
of  procedure  was  discussed,  without  arriving  at  any  definite 
conclusion.  It,  however,  became  apparent  that  the  problem 
was  so  vast,  the  details  so  numerous,  and  the  records  so  diffi¬ 
cult  to  analyze,  that  the  task  seemed  almost  impossible.  Be¬ 
lieving,  nevertheless,  that  it  was  the  desire  of  the  voters  that 
their  wishes  be  carried  to  a  conclusion,  we  secured  the  services 
of  Mr.  Clarence  A.  Howes,  an  expert  account  from  the  office 
of  Morgan  &  Morgan  of  Boston,  and  instructed  him  to  obtain 
for  us  a  statistical  comparison  drawn  from  the  records  of  the 
Town  for  the  past  eight  years,  including  the  two  periods  un¬ 
der  present  investigation.  His  report  follows :

Sir : — 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  we  have  made  an 
examination  of  certain  statistical  records  of  the  Town  of 
Middleborough  for  the  purpose  of  comparing,  from  a  finan¬ 
cial  standpoint,  the  results  obtained  for  the  last  four  years 
under  the  present  form  of  government  with  the  results  ob¬ 
tained  for  the  previous  four  years,  under  the  old  form  of 
government. 

We  wish  it  to  be  clearly  understood  that  we  have  not 
audited  any  of  the  financial  records  of  the  Town  or  of  the 
former  Middleborough  Fire  District.  The  figures  used  in  this 
report  were  taken  from  various  records  of  the  town  without 
verification  by  us. 

Since  the  Water  Department  and  the  Gas  and  Electric 
Department  are  the  departments  which  should  be  self-sup¬ 
porting,  we  have  compared  the  results  of  the  operations  of 
these  departments  in  order  to  determine  the  comparative  effi¬ 
ciency  of  the  two  forms  of  management. 

Water  Department 

During  the  eight  year  period  under  review  this  depart¬ 
ment  was  operated  under  three  different  forms  of  manage¬ 
ment.  During  the  years  1917,  1918  and  1919,  it  was  oper¬ 
ated  by  the  Middleborough  Fire  District,  1920  it  was  operated 
by  the  Town,  and  1921,  1922,  1923  and  1924  it  was  operated 
by  the  Town  Manager. 

Due,  probably,  to  these  changes  in  management,  the 
available  statistics  for  the  different  years  are  not  uniform, 
so  that  true  comparisons  are  impossible. 

The  statistics  for  the  four  year  period  from  1917  to  1920 
disclose  a  loss  of  approximately  $9,400.00.  Included  in  this 
loss  are  payments  made  for  a  new  pump  amounting  to 
$2,973.00,  which  should  not  have  been  charged  against  the  in¬ 
come  of  the  department,  but  which  should  have  been  set  up 
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as  one  of  the  assets  of  the  department.  After  deducting  the 
payments  for  this  pump  the  loss  for  this  period  is  about 
$6,400.00.  No  doubt  there  are  other  items  of  a  similar  na¬ 
ture  that  have  been  improperly  charged  against  the  opera¬ 
tions  of  this  department,  thus  disclosing  an  apparent  loss  in 
excess  of  the  actual  loss. 

For  the  four  year  period  from  1921  to  1924  the  statistics 
disclose  a  profit  of  approximately  $7,300.00.  As  in  the  pre- 
vious  period  a  new  pump  was  purchased,  and  its  cost  amount¬ 
ing  to  $8,300.00  charged  against  the  revenue  of  the  depart¬ 
ment.  After  deducting  the  cost  of  this  pump  from  the  charges 
against  the  revenue  the  profit  of  this  period  is  about 
$15,600.00  which  shows  an  increase  in  the  earnings  of  this 
department  of  approximately  $22,000.00  in  the  last  four  year 
period  over  the  previous  four  year  period. 

This  increase  is  partly  accounted  for  as  follows : — 

(1)  By  the  increase  in  services  in  use  during  the  last 
period,  there  being  an  increase  of  102  services  in  the  last 
period  as  compared  with  an  increase  of  11  services  in  the 
former  period. 

(2)  By  an  increase  in  the  rate  charged  for  water  used, 

and 

(3)  By  placing  water  meters  on  practically  all  services. 

Depreciation  on  equipment  and  plant  assets  has  not  been 

considered  in  determining  the  profits  or  losses  of  this  depart¬ 
ment. 


Gas  and  Electric  Department 

The  statistics  of  this  department  are  practically  uniform 
throughout  the  two  four-year  periods  which  has  enabled  us 
to  make  satisfactory  comparisons  of  its  financial  condition 
and  progress. 

The  profit  of  this  department  for  the  first  four  year 
period  is  approximately  $51,500.00  as  compared  with  a  profit 
of  approximately  $91,700.00  for  the  last  four  year  period. 

The  disposition  of  the  $51,500.00  profit  made  in  the  first 
four  year  period  is  accounted  for  as  follows: — 
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$16,600.00  was  used  for  additions  and  improvements  to 
plant  and  equipment,  $20,600.00  is  reflected  in  tlife  increase 
in  current  assets  and  $14,300.00  was  used  to  decrease  the  lia¬ 
bilities  of  the  department. 

The  disposition  of  the  $91,700.00  profit  made  in  the  last 
four  year  period  is  accounted  for  as  follows: — 

$75,400.00  was  used  for  additions  and  improvements  to 
plant  and  equipment,  $1,600.00  is  reflected  in  the  decrease  in 
current  assets  and  $17,900.00  was  used  to  decrease  the  lia¬ 
bilities  of  the  department. 

In  the  last  period  the  total  assets  were  increased  15% 
more  than  in  the  previous  period  and  the  total  liabilities  were 
decreased  23%  more  than  in  the  previous  period. 

The  appropriations  made  by  the  town  for  construction 
increased  approximately  $9,900.00  during  the  first  four  year 
period.  During  the  last  four  year  period  no  appropriations 
were  made  by  the  town  for  construction. 

The  rates  charged  for  the  use  of  gas  were  increased 
about  13  per  cent  in  1918  and  again  increased  about  53  per 
cent  in  1920.  This  latter  increase  being  due  in  great  part  to 
the  high  cost  of  materials.  In  1922  these  rates  were  reduced 
about  6%  and  in  1924  again  reduced  about  13%  making  the 
present  rates  abodt  40  per  cent  above  the  rates  for  the  pre¬ 
vious  period.  The  rates  charged  for  the  use  of  electric  light 
remained  unchanged  during  the  first  four  year  period,  but 
were  reduced  about  16%  in  1921.  The  rates  charged  for  elec¬ 
tric  power  have  remained  unchanged  since  1900. 

The  total  number  of  consumers  of  gas  and  electricity  in¬ 
creased  48.5%  in  the  first  four  year  period  and  72%  in  the 
last  four  year  period. 

It  is  noted  that  while  in  the  last  four  year  period  the 
total  number  of  consumers  increased  72%,  and  that  both  the 
gas  and  electric  rates  have  been  substantially  decreased  the 
profit  from  operations  has  increased  78%. 

General 

In  the  first  four  year  period  the  bonded  debt  of  the  town, 
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which  had  to  be  met  by  general  taxation,  was  reduced 
$11,600.00  while  in  the  last  four  year  period  the  bonded  debt 
was  reduced  $20,100.00.  These  amounts  do  not  include  reduc¬ 
tions  made  in  the  bonded  debts  of  the  Water  Department,  or 
the  Gas  and  Electric  Department  as  these  debts  are  paid 
from  the  earnings  of  these  departments. 

The  State  and  County  taxes  which  have  to  be  met  by 
general  taxation  were  increased  during  the  last  four  year 
period  by  about  $28,000.00  or  40%. 

We  do  not  present  comparisons  on  the  other  depart¬ 
ments,  because  we  find  that  the  statistics  were  not  kept  in  a 
uniform  manner  and  would  require  exhaustive  research  in 
order  to  get  figures  that  would  be  comparable. 

We  have  made  no  attempt  to  draw  conclusions  in  the 
foregoing  statements,  but  have  rather  tried  to  collect  the 
facts  as  showrn  by  the  town  records.

This  report  seems  somewhat  brief,  but  upon  careful 
analysis,  it  will  be  found  to  be  full  of  pertinent  facts. 

The  former  government  in  operation  in  this  town  dur¬ 
ing  the  years  1917  to  1920,  both  inclusive,  consisted  of  a 
board  of  three  selectmen  and  many  other  independent  officials 
elected  by  popular  vote.  In  our  comments  which  follow  we 
shall  refer  to  this  period  as  Group  I. 

The  present  of  government,  from  1921  to  1924,  both 
inclusive,  is  the  so-called  town  manager  form,  and  was  au¬ 
thorized  by  Chapter  592  of  the  Acts  of  1920.  It  consists  of 
a  board  of  five  selectmen,  a  school  committee,  and  a  town 
treasurer  and  collector,  all  elected  by  popular  vote.  Y\Te 
shall  refer  to  this  period  as  Group  II. 

We  have  drawn  our  conclusions  from  consultations  with 
officials  and  employees  working  under  both  Group  I  and 
Group  II.  We  have  observed  the  records  kept  and  the  meth¬ 
ods  employed  in  the  transaction  of  town  business.  We  have 
compared  the  reports  rendered  and  the  results  obtained,  and 
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while  the  separate  incidents  are  not  such  as  should  be  incor¬ 
porated  in  this  report,  we  give  below  the  conclusions  drawn. 

Under  Group  I,  the  affairs  of  the  town  were  in  the  hands 
of  a  board  of  three  selectmen  who  were  paid  for  their  services. 
Through  them,  authority  for  the  actual  business  management 
of  the  town  was  delegated  to  various  heads.  The  depart¬ 
ments  included  in  the  fire  district  and  later  incorporated 
with  the  town  were  separate  organizations  under  the  control 
of  other  officials  elected  by  popular  vote,  until  the  incorpora¬ 
tion  with  the  town  as  mentioned,  when  they,  too,  came  under 
the  control  of  the  selectmen. 

It  is  thus  apparent  from  this  brief  summary,  that  we 
had  one  corporate  body  which  made  up  our  town,  separated 
into  and  operated  by  several  distinct  units  which  were  en¬ 
tirely  independent  of  each  other.  Under  this  system  there  was, 
nor  could  be,  no  uniformity  in  purchasing  or  accounting. 
Heads  of  departments  were  subject  to  appointment  by  politi¬ 
cal  preference,  and  their  various  duties  were  carried  out  with¬ 
out  proper  control.  From  the  very  fact,  that  under  this 
form,  the  selectmen  must  be  paid  officials  of  the  town,  an 
inducement  arises  which  operates  against  efficiency,  economy 
and  the  proper,  careful  guarding  of  the  trust  •  imposed  upon 
them.  Illustrating  this  latter  point,  we  quote  from  the  re¬ 
port  to  the  Selectmen  from  the  Department  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation,  dated  February  5th,  1923,  and  signed  by  Theo¬ 
dore  N.  Waddell,  Director  of  Accounts,  and  which  says  in 
part:  “Previous  to  April  1,  1921,  at  which  time  the  town 
manager  assumed  his  duties,  many  orders  were  issued  for 
the  payment  of  bills  and  pay  rolls  which  were  not  signed  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  selectmen.  In  fact, 
no  uniformity  seemed  to  exist  in  the  matter  of  approving 
these  orders.  Sometimes  they  were  not  signed  at  all,  while 
at  other  times  they  were  signed  by  one,  two  or  three  mem¬ 
bers.’  ’  From  the  same  report,  we  quote  again  “At  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  year  1921,  in  contrast,  the  attention  and  care 
given  to  the  avoidance  of  overdrafts  was  open  to  grave  criti¬ 
cism,  as  a  careful  examination  of  bills  paid  early  in  that  year 


revealed  the  fact  that  bills  amounting  to  $14,405.13  had  been 
contracted  in  1920,  (practically  every  department  having 
contracted  some  such  bills)  but  were  not  paid  until  in  1921.  ” 

The  records  under  this  group  were  kept  by  many  differ¬ 
ent  departments,  many  different  methods  were  employed,  and 
we  regret  that  we  were  unable  tt)  secure  detailed  statistics 
which  could  be  used  for  purposes  of  comparison. 

Under  Group  II  the  affairs  of  the  town  are  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  board  of  five  selectmen  elected  by  popular  vote. 
These  men  are  not  paid  for  their  services.  They  are  author¬ 
ized  by  the  enabling  act  to  appoint  one  man  who  has  been 
designated  as  town  manager,  and  who  is  the  administrative 
officer  of  the  selectmen.  These  five  selectmen  act  as  an  ad¬ 
visory  board  and  in  them  is  reposed  the  trust  of  carrying  out 
the  affairs  of  the  town,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  the 
school  department  and  of  the  town  treasurer  and  collector. 
The  town  manager  is  responsible  for  the  efficient  administra¬ 
tion  of  all  departments  under  the  supervision  and  direction 
of  the  selectmen.  It  is  his  duty  to  submit  recommendations 
to  the  selectmen  and  to  carry  out  those  recommendations  only 
by  the  authority  and  direction  of  the  selectmen.  In  other 
words,  the  town  manager  is  the  agent  of  the  board  of  select¬ 
men,  in  which  board  rests  the  whole  duty  of  carrying  out  the 
business  of  the  town  with  the  exception  of  those  departments 
named. 

Under  this  form  of  government  one  man,  the  town  man¬ 
ager,  is  the  administrative  head  of  all  business  departments. 
He  is  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  these  departments  to  the 
selectmen,  who  in  turn  are  responsible  to  the  voters.  Through 
this  centralization  purchases  are  made  for  all  departments 
with  the  opportunity  for  a  saving  in  prices  naturally  result¬ 
ing  from  quantity  purchasing,  as  distinct  from  the  separate 
purchasing  of  the  various  units  under  Group)  I. 

Under  Group  II  all  political  preference  has  been  re¬ 
moved.  The  selectmen  are  an  unpaid  board  and  if  they  fail  in 
their  duty  they  are  easily  removable  by  the  ballot  of  the 
voter.  But  in  spite  of  any  such  removal,  if  necessary,  the  fact 
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of  centralization  of  responsibility  still  exists,  as  was  not  the 
case  under  Group  I.  The  town  manager  is  not  selected  for 
political  reasons,  but  for  efficiency  and  ability,  and  can  be 
easily  removed  by  the  selectmen.  This  makes  for  efficient 
conduct  of  the  town’s  business.  It  has  caused  the  correction 
of  many  practices  existing  under  Group  I.  As  an  illustra- 
ton  of  this  point,  we  have  found  that  at  the  present  time  all 
electric  services  are  metered  and  charged  at  the  proper  rates 
and  classifications,  whereas  under  Group  I  this  practice  was 
not  followed.  We  have  found  that  all  water  installations 
are  metered  and  charged  at  the  proper  rate  and  classifica¬ 
tion  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  unimportant  installa¬ 
tions  which  are  paid  for  at  the  proper  rate,  but  no  meter  is 
installed  because  of  the  excessive  cost  of  installation.  Under 
Group  I  many  installations  in  both  departments  were  un¬ 
metered  and  unpaid  for.  We  have  used  illustrations  from 
these  two  departments  as  they  are  the  business  departments 
of  the  town,  and  a  competent  and  proper  administration  of 
these  departments  is,  in  our  opinion,  a  proper  basis  for  com¬ 
parison. 

Foremost  in  the  minds  of  many  citizens  is  the  question 
of  the  tax  rate  and  the  valuations.  It  will  be  plainly  appar¬ 
ent  to  the  thinking  person  that  the  only  part  of  the  tax  rate 
which  can  be  used  in  a  comparison  of  the  two  groups  is  that 
part  which  is  used  for  town  purposes.  The  balance  of  the 
assessment  is  a  levy  either  by  state  or  county  over  which  we 
have  no  control.  A  large  part  of  our  appropriation  is  for 
school  purposes.  The  remainder,  which  is  the  part  actually 
used  for  town  purposes  and  which  may  be  expended  by  the 
selectmen,  or  through  their  administrative  agent,  the  town 
manager,  is  determined  by  the  vote  of  the  citizens  of  the 
town.  It  therefore  does  not  enter  into  a  comparison  of  either 
the  new  or  old  forms  of  government.  The  thing  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  is  the  efficient  expenditure  of  the  amount  appropri¬ 
ated  by  the  citizens,  and  our  observations  have  all  led  to  but 
one  conclusion. 

Under  the  old  form  of  government  which  we  have  desig- 


nated  as  Group  I,  there  was  every  opportunity  for  a  careless 
spending  of  the  town’s  money.  Under  the  old  system  there 
were  cases  where  one  man  was  empowered  with  the  authority 
ta  requisition  materials  in  one  capacity,  order  them  in  an¬ 
other  and  pay  for  them  in  a  third. 

Under  the  new  form,  designated  as  Group  II,  requisi¬ 
tions  are  presented  to  the  town  manager,  he  in  turn  orders 
the  materials.  Bills  rendered  are  then  approved  by  the  town 
manager,  checked  and  charged  against  the  proper  account 
by  the  town  accountant,  and  paid  by  the  treasurer.  There  thus 
exists  under  the  new  form  or  Group  II  a  series  of  checks 
against  all  expenditures  which  will  not  permit  of  the  condi¬ 
tion  referred  to  by  the  state  auditor  in  his  report  showing  an 
overdraft  of  $14,405.13  and  which  we  have  quoted  above. 
To  simplify  and  explain  this  last  statement,  it  means  that  it 
was  the  common  practice  of  the  old  government  to  purchase 
during  one  year  supplies  and  materials  in  excess  of  the  money 
available  for  payment,  and  to  trust  to  luck  that  the  appropria¬ 
tions  of  the  following  year  would  be  large  enough  to  take 
care  of  the  unpaid  bills  held  over  from  the  previous  year. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  present  the  following  summary : 

Under  the  new  form  of  government,  the  form  now  in 
operation,  in  every  department  wre  have  studied 

1.  The  conditions  are  markedly  superior  to  those  which 
could  exist  under  the  old  form  of  government. 

2.  The  freedom  from  political  influence, 

3.  The  definite  placing  of  responsibility, 

4.  The  absolute  control  of  all  receipts  and  disburse¬ 
ments, 

5.  The  proper  auditing  of  accounts, 

6.  The  conduct  of  municipal  operations  in  a  modern, 
business-like  manner, 

are  all  available  under  the  present  form  of  government,  but 
were  not  under  the  old.  Again  quoting  from  the  report  of  the 
state  auditor,  dated  March  17,  1925,  “An  analysis  of  the  bal¬ 
ance  sheet  indicates  that  the  town  may  be  regarded  as  being 
in  a  healthy  financial  condition  at  the  close  of  the  year  (1924). 
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The  present  financial  condition  of  the  town  is  due,  in  a  great 
measure,  to  the  town  manager’s  watchfulness  in  keeping  de¬ 
partmental  expenditures  which  come  under  his  immediate 
charge  within  the  sums  appropriated.” 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  all  who  have  endeavored 
to  assist  us  in  our  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 

In  submitting  my  annual  report,  I  am  pleased  to  inform 
you  that  the  educational  and  preventive  work  of  the  Health 
Department  is  producing  results.  The  teachers  of  the  public 

f 

schools  have  become  educated  to  the  importance  of  prompt 
reporting  of  suspicious  cases  in  their  schools,  and  are  co-oper¬ 
ating  with  the  health  department  by  promptly  reporting  all 
pupils  whom  they  suspect  may  need  attention.  The  result  is  a 
noticeable  decrease  in  the  number  of  contagious  diseases  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year.  In  1923  there  were  815  cases  of  contagious 
diseases  reported;  in  1924  402  cases;  in  1925  288  cases. 

The  excellent  work  of  Miss  Canning  is  to  be  commended ; 
her  ready  response  to  the  many  demands  of  the  teachers  of 
the  public  schools,  the  close  attention  to  the  ailments  of  the 
pupils,  have  contributed  largely  to  the  success  of  the  health 
department  in  preventing  sickness  and  disease. 

NUISANCES 

The  collector  of  rubbish  has  given  the  town  excellent 
service  in  his  collections  the  past  year.  The  dump  is  burned 
regularly  on  collection  days,  the  merchants  are  co-operating 
by  sending  their  rubbish  to  the  dump  certain  days  when 
there  is  a  man  present  to  instruct  them  where  to  deposit  the 
rubbish,  and  to  keep  the  dump  level.  ' 

The  cesspools  have  been  cleaned  promptly  upon  receipt 
of  notice  that  they  needed  cleaning. 

I  am  very  sorry  to  inform  you  that  the  collection  of  gar¬ 
bage  has  been  very  unsatisfactory.  The  collections  have  been 
irregular,  and  on  days  that  the  garbage  was  collected  so  many 
houses  were  skipped  that  the  health  department  was  flooded 
with  complaints  of  non-collection. 
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INSPECTION  OF  BAKERIES 

The  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  require  that  all  bakeries 
shall  be  inspected  twice  each  year.  All  restaurants,  food  shops 
and  business  places  who  bake  bread,  pies  and  cakes,  eaten  on 
the  premises  or  sold  to  the  public,  are  classed  as  bakeries. 
There  are  four  regular  bakeries  and  six  business  places  classed 
as  bakeries,  which  are  inspected  each  month  to  note  and  re¬ 
cord  the  condition  of  the  rooms,  equipment  and  utensils,  the 
physical  condition  of  the  employees,  the  cleanliness  of  their 
clothes  and  hands,  and  the  way  the  dishes  are  cleansed  and 
sterilized. 


CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES 

There  is  at  present  the  largest  number  of  Tuberculosis 
patients  receiving  treatment  ever  recorded  by  the  health  de¬ 
partment  at  any  time.  Eleven  cases  were  reported  to  the  de¬ 
partment  during  the  past  year,  one  died,  three  are  having 
home  treatment  and  seven  are  patients  at  the  Plymouth 
County  Hospital. 

Owing  to  the  careful  attention  given  by  Miss  Canning, 
to  the  weighing  and  recording  of  weights  during  the  first  six 
months  of  the  past  year,  twenty  children  were  discovered  to 
be  10%  under  weight.  These  children  were  taken  to  a  clinic 
held  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  at  the  Public 
Library  (which  is  held  annually  in  towns  who  request  it). 
Careful  examination  and  X-rays  of  the  20  children  revealed 
that  four  of  the  children  had  Tuberculosis,  and  the  four  were 
sent  to  the  Sanatorium  for  treatment.  A  number  of  others 
were  classed  as  suspicious  cases.  Two  of  these  were  sent  to 
the  summer  camp  for  two  months  (the  expenses  were  paid 
by  the  Red  Cross)  and  one  was  sent  for  the  same  period  and 
expenses  paid  by  the  District  Nurses’  Association.  These 
children  came  home  greatly  improved  in  weight  and  physical 
condition.  They  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  health 
department.

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REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN 

As  the  Town  Manager  is  the  Tree  Warden,  there  is  no 
salary  expense  in  this  department.  The  total  amount  spent 
has  been  for  labor  in  removing  dead  trees,  and  the  dead  limbs 
from  others. 

The  condition  of  many  of  our  trees  is  a  serious  menace  to 
our  citizens,  as  many  are  soft  maples  and  have  reached  their 
limit  of  life,  so  that  during  each  storm,  many  limbs  snap  off 
and  fall  into  the  streets.  In  the  near  future  a  large  sum  of 
money  will  be  needed  to  remove  these  trees.  Then  too,  nearly 
all  of  our  trees  are  gradually  starving  to  death  owing  to  our 
waterproof  roads  and  sidewalks.  The  parts  of  the  tree  from 
which  it  gets  its  nourishment  are  the  small  fibers  at  the  end 
of  the  roots.  These  extend  out  under  the  roads  where  they 
can  get  but  little  moisture,  and  on  the  other  side  they  extend 
under  the  well  kept  lawns,  the  grass  from  which  is  raked  up 
and  carried  off.  Thus  the  grass  deprives  the  tree  of  nourish¬ 
ment  on  one  side,  and  the  road  on  the  other.  Under  these 
conditions  the  trees  have  but  little  chance  to  survive. 

Anticipating  the  time  when  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace 
these  trees,  we  have  started  a  nursery  at  the  Pumping  Sta¬ 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MOTH  DEPARTMENT 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  work 
accomplished  by  the  Moth  Department  for  the  year  1925. 

During  the  early  spring,  just  as  the  first  leaves  of  the 
Wild  Cherry  and  Beach  Plums  were  appearing,  the  main 
roads  of  the  town  were  sprayed  with  Arsenate  of  Lead,  to 
control  the  Tent  Caterpillar.  This  early  spraying,  combined 
with  the  one  that  was  done  in  1924,  has  practically  cleaned 
the  roadsides  of  this  unsightly  pest  and  it  is  expected  that  we 
will  not  have  to  repeat  this  spraying  for  1926. 

The  spraying  of  the  roadsides  with  Arsenate  of  Lead  to 
control  the  Gypsy  and  Brown  Tail  Moths  was  started  as  soon 
as  the  oak  leaves  had  grown  to  about  the  size  of  squirrels ’ 
ears.  At  this  time  the  eggs  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  have  hatched 
and  the  young  larvae  are  starting  up  the  trees  looking  for 
their  first  food,  and  if  they  can  get  a  little  taste  of  the  arsenic 
poison  at  this  stage  of  their  life  it  will  clean  them  out,  while 
later  on  when  they  have  nearly  gained  their  full  growth  a 
much  larger  and  stronger  dose  is  necessary.  This  spraying 
will  never  completely  control  these  pests,  but  will  prevent 
them  from  defoliating  the  roadside  trees.  That  section  of 
the  town  bounded  by  Center,  Clay  and  Vernon  Streets  in 
North  Middleboro  had  the  heaviest  infestation,  and  the  De¬ 
partment  has  put  in  more  work  there  than  the  value  of  the 
land  or  trees  infested  would  seem  to  warrant,  but  if  we  can 
keep  the  infestation  centralized  in  that  locality  without 
further  spread,  the  work  done  there  will  be  well  worth  while. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  funds  we  have  not  been  able  to  do 
any  fall  creosoting,  although  I,  personally,  have  scouted  the 
sections  that  have  previously  given  us  trouble,  and  outside  of 
the  forementioned  Vernon  Street  area,  the  sections  of  Mar¬ 
ion  Road,  Miller  and  Purchase  Streets  show  the  next  heaviest 
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infestations.  When  the  spring  creosoting  of  private  property 
starts  in  1926,  these  streets  will  get  a  very  thorough  looking 
over.  So  few  egg  clusters  were  found  on  the  other  streets  that 
I  believe  the  spring  spraying  will  be  adequate  to  keep  the 
Gypsies  in  check  for  another  year. 

During  the  spring  creosoting  of  private  property  fewer 
nests  of  the  Brown  Tail  Moth  were  found  than  in  previous 
years.  In  fact,  only  two  places  showed  very  many  nests; 
one  was  on  Taunton  Ave.,  near  the  Lakeville  line  where  we 
got  274  nests,  and  the  other  on  Marion  Road  near  the  Roches¬ 
ter  line  where  we  found  73  nests.  These  nests  were  all  found 
on  old,  high  apple  trees  and  could  have  been  controlled  if  the 
trees  had  been  sprayed  in  the  spring  with  Arsenate  of  Lead. 

The  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  appeared  quite  strong  this  year, 
and  necessitated  a  later  spraying,  which  was  started  about  the 
tenth  of  July.  North  Middleboro  was  particularly  hard  hit, 
and  the  beetles  had  too  much  of  a  start  before  they  were  dis¬ 
covered.  An  earlier  spraying  will  be  more  effective,  and  it 
is  planned  to  start  the  1926  campaign  on  this  pest  directly 
after  the  fourth  of  July.  The  automobile  traffic  being  so 
heavy  on  North  Main  and  South  Main  Streets  that  we  planned 
to  spray  the  elm  trees  early  in  the  morning  before  the  ma¬ 
chines  got  too  numerous.  We  started  the  sprayers  about  5 
A.  M.,  and  worked  them  until  10  or  10.30  A.  M.  This  plan 
took  longer  to  finish  the  work  but  we  had  fewer  complaints 
of  the  spray  dripping  on  the  machines. 

During  the  first  week  of  July,  at  the  request  of  the  Gypsy 
Moth  Laboratory  at  Melrose  Highlands,  I  inspected  seventeen 
private  places  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  looking  for  signs 
of  the  Silk  Moth  on  Willow  and  Poplar  trees.  None  were 
found. 

This  year  a  still  greater  number  of  private  jobs  of  spray¬ 
ing  of  orchards  and  cranberry  bogs  was  done  than  ever  be¬ 
fore.  The  spray  books  show  actual  work  done  on  237  private 
jobs,  an  increase  of  42  over  last  year,  and  107  over  1923.  All 
of  this  private  spraying  has  been  done  by  request,  we  furnish 
Arsenate  of  Lead,  an  effective  poison  for  all  leaf  eating  in- 
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sects,  and  charge  only  actual  costs.  Unfortunately  the  Arse¬ 
nate  of  Lead  spray  will  not  control  all  the  insect  pests  that 
prey  upon  fruit  trees.  It  is  effective  only  upon  leaf  eating 
insects.  Aphides  or  plant  lice  and  scale  can  be  controlled, 
only  by  the  use  of  contact  poison  such  as  nicotine  sulphate 
and  diseases  can  only  be  controlled  by  a  fungicide.  I  am  in 
hopes  of  incorporating  a  Lime-Sulphur  solution  with  the 
Arsenate  of  Lead  spray  for  the  orchards  in  1926.  This  is  a 
good  fungicide  and  will  constitute  a  control  measure  against 
the  diseases  of  fruits,  and  also  help  check  the  aphides,  red 
bugs,  mites  and  scale. 

All  tools  of  the  department  are  in  good  working  order, 
but  we  are  beginning  to  feel  the  need  of  some  new  equipment. 
The  Ford  ton  truck  is  over  three  years  old  and  in  sad  need 
of  replacement.  The  two  small  power  sprayers  which  do  ill 
our  private  work  and  most  of  the  roadside  work  are  some 
thirteen  years  old,  and  have  nearly  outlived  their  efficient 
usefulness. 

Having  the  knowledge  of  a  crew  of  experienced  men,  the 
Moth  Department  is  capable  of  correctly  planting,  grafting 
and  pruning  your  orchards  or  shade  trees,  do  cement  cavity 
work,  or  remove  trees  at  an  actual  cost  far  below  that  of  the 
much  advertised  “Tree  Doctors.” 

In  conclusion  I  will  state  that  the  personnel  of  the  Moth 
Department  is  vitally  interested  in  the  wellbeing  of  the  town 
of  Middleboro,  and  any  knowledge  or  assistance  that  it  can 
give  is  yours  for  the  asking.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  MILK 

The  Inspector  of  Milk  has  given  a  great  deal  of  time 
and  attention  in  trying  to  ascertain  whether  cows  have  been 
sold  in  Middleboro,  which  have  not  been  tested  with  tubercu¬ 
lin  within  one  year.  I  am  informed  that  cows  are  brought 
into  the  town  and  sold,  that  have  not  been  tested.  Your  in¬ 
spector  has  followed  cattle  dealers  who  had  cows  in  their 
trucks,  to  learn  whether  the  cows  were  to  be  delivered  in 
town,  and  if  so,  whether  the  dealers  had  a  certificate  stating 
that  the  cows  had  been  tested  with  Tuberculin  within  a  year, 
but  could  not  get  any  evidence  that  the  milk  regulations  of 
the  Board  of  Health  were  being  violated. 

The  Inspector  visited  and  inspected  65  dairies;  90  per 
cent  of  the  dairies  were  in  excellent  condition,  and  were 
granted  a  permit  on  first  inspection ;  7  per  cent  required  two 
inspections  3  per  cent  were  inspected  three  times  before  given 
a  permit  to  sell  milk. 

There  are  3000  quarts  of  milk  consumed  in  Middleboro 
each  day,  of  which  35  per  cent  is  pasteurized.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees, 

Middleborough  Public  Library 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  50tli  Annual 
Report  of  the  Middleborough  Public  Library. 

The  year  1925  has  been  a  memorable  one  in  the  history 
of  the  Middleborough  Public  Library,  for  on  October  twenty- 
seventh  and  twenty-eighth  of  this  year,  the  library  celebrated 
its  Fiftieth  Anniversary. 

On  October  twenty-seventh  the  library  held  open  house 
for  the  public,  tea  being  served  in  the  Trustee’s  room  in  the 
afternoon. 

On  October  twenty-eighth  the  Old  Colony  Library  club 
met  at  the  library  during  the  day.  In  the  evening  the  follow¬ 
ing  program  was  presented,  enjoyed  by  over  two  hundred 
people: 

Pageant  of  Bookland 

Written  by  Miss  Jane  Bennett 
Presented  by  children  of  Middleboro. 

History  of  the  Middleborough  Public  Library 

Mr.  Walter  L.  Beals 

Anniversary  poem 

Mr.  Charles  H.  Bates 

During  the  celebration,  Mr.  Walter  L.  Beals  presented  to 
the  library  a  large  portrait  of  his  father,  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Beals, 
who  was  a  founder  and  Trustee  of  the  library. 

A  registration  and  clipping  book  has  been  made  to  keep 
as  a  record  of  the  celebration. 
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The  Library  has  seen  many  changes  since  being  opened 
in  1875.  It  has  grown  in  size  from  its  first  location  in  the 
north  room  of  the  Town  Hall  to  its  present  home.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  volumes  has  increased  from  2,000  to  28,000,  and  the 
number  of  book  borrowers  has  increased  from  725  to  4,550. 
The  circulation  of  books  has  grown  from  17,000  per  year  to 
72,796. 

The  annual  circulation  of  books  in  a  library  should  be  at 
least  five  times  the  population.  With  Middleboro’s  popula¬ 
tion  of  9,136  and  72,568  books  issued,  the  circulation  is  over 
seven  times  the  population  of  the  town.  These  statistics  indi¬ 
cate  that  the  Library  is  reaching  more  and  more  people  every 
year,  but  no  librarian  is  satisfied  till  the  library  reaches  every 
person  in  the  community. 

The  Library  is  being  used  more  and  more  for  study  and 
reading  by  students.  An  increasing  number  of  out-of-town 
students  have  taken  advantage  of  the  special  student  priv¬ 
ileges,  enabling  them  to  secure  books  from  the  library.  At 
least  one  room  of  over  forty  pupils  of  the  ninth  grade  in  the 
School  Street  School  is  100  per  cent,  every  child  having  a 
library  card. 

Instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  has  been  given  to 
the  Civics  class  of  the  High  School,  and  to  nearly  100  pupils 
of  the  ninth  grade  of  the  grammar  school,  these  classes  each 
receiving  one  lesson  a  week  for  five  weeks.  At  the  end  of  the 
five  lessons  an  examination  is  given,  credit  being  given  the 
children  by  the  teachers  for  this  work. 

The  community  room  has  been  in  constant  use  this  past 
year.  The  Extension  Classes  in  Dressmaking  and  Millinery 
have  held  afternoon  and  evening  classes.  The  Cabot  Club 
has  had  two  lectures— one  on  china  and  another  on  Christmas 
cards,  with  an  exhibition  of  cards.  The  District  Nursing 
Association  holds  its  monthly  meetings  here.  The  Home  Ex¬ 
tension  Work  Division  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Agriculture  has  held  several  meetings  and  demonstrations 
here. 

There  are  collections  of  books  at  East  Middleboro  and 
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South  Middleboro  which  are  much  appreciated  by  residents 
in  those  communities.  Large  deposits  of  books  to  be  used  in 
the  school  rooms  have  been  taken  by  most  of  the  teachers  in 
town. 

Book  talks  have  been  given  by  the  former  librarian,  Miss 
Palmer,  and  the  present  librarian,  at  the  Cabot  Club,  the 
Men’s  classes  of  the  Methodist  and  Congregational  churches, 
and  the  Parent  Teachers’  Association  of  South  Middleboro. 

Miss  Palmer  attended  the  Librarian’s  Institute  at  Hyan- 
nis  in  May.  Miss  Louise  Pratt  was  granted  a  six  weeks’ 
leave  of  absence  during  the  summer  to  attend  the  Summer 
School  of  Library  Science  at  Simmons  College.  Other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff  have  derived  benefit  and  pleasure  from 
attending  round  tables  and  meetings  in  Boston  and  surround¬ 
ing  cities. 

The  library  has  been  the  recipient  of  many  gifts  during 
the  year.  Besides  gifts  of  valuable  and  interesting  books  and 
magazines  from  individuals,  a  geographical  globe  was  pre¬ 
sented  the  children’s  room  by  the  Civics  Committee  of  the 
Cabot  Club. 

Miss  Palmer,  librarian  for  two  years,  left  on  August 
fifteenth  to  become  Reference  Librarian  of  the  New  Bedford 
Public  Library.  The  present  staff  of  the  library  is  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Librarian,  Mrs.  Mertie  E.  Witbeck;  Assistant  Librar¬ 
ian,  Miss  Florence  A.  Robinson;  Cataloger,  Miss  Louise  B. 
Pratt;  Assistant,  Miss  Gwendolyn  M.  Mackillop. 

The  Librarian  expresses  her  appreciation  of  the  helpful¬ 
ness  and  efficiency  of  the  staff,  and  the  unfailing  support  of 
the  Trustees.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND 

MEASURES 

I  herewith  submit  the  reports  of  the  Weights  and  Meas¬ 
ures  department  for  the  year  1925. 

State  Standards: 

The  State  Standards  are  in  excellent  condition  with  the 
exception  of  the  Standard  Yard  Measure  which  the  state 
has  condemned  and  ordered  the  town  to  replace  it  with  a  new 
one  of  approved  type. 

Working  Equipment: — 

The  20  ton  Auto  Truck  Scales  installed  at  the  town  barn 
in  1924  are  working  perfectly,  and  have  been  found  to  be 
extremely  useful  in  weighing  trucks  and  heavy  loads,  also  for 
reweighing  loads  of  coal.  The  Working  test  weights  are  in 
good  condition  with  the  exception  of  one  set  which  should  be 
renickled.  The  50  lb.  test  weights  used  on  big  scales  have 
been  painted  and  are  in  good  condition.  The  gasolene  and 
oil  test  measures,  with  one  exception,  are  in  extra  good  con¬ 
dition.  All  measures  were  newly  painted  this  past  year.  Nine 
peddlers  were  warned  against  evasion  of  the  law,  and  all 
cases  were  cheerfully  remedied. 

Supplies : — 

Outside  the  ordinary  office  and  field  supplies  for  the  com¬ 
ing  year,  one  new  gasolene  test  measure  will  be  needed,  and 
also  one  standard  yard  measure,  approved  type. 

The  Department  of  Bureau  of  Standards  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  has  ordered  renewed  activity  in  regard  to  Transient 
Vendors,  to  see  that  licenses  are  taken  out  and  the  law  en¬ 
forced.  In  order  that  this  work  may  be  done  to  the  state’s 
satisfaction  the  sealer  should  be  given  more  time  to  attend 
to  his  duties  as  sealer.

Re-inspections :  404  pieces  were  re-inspected  and  found 
lawful.  53  Gas  Pumps  with  222  stops  were  retested  and  found 
within  tolerance.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

Owing  to  the  limited  amount  of  money  available  this 
year,  the  results  obtained  by  this  department  are  not  as  satis¬ 
factory  as  we  could  wish,  there  being  numerous  pieces  of  road 
sadly  in  need  of  repair,  but  owing  to  limited  funds  they  had 
to  be  neglected  this  year. 

We  have  tried  however,  to  stretch  our  money  as  far  as 
possible,  and  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  some  very  good 
results.  The  more  important  pieces  of  work  were  done  on 
Barrows  St.,  Clifford  St.,  School  St.  Extension,  Frank  St., 
Lane  St.,  North  St.  from  Rice  St.  to  Oak  St.,  Oak  St.  near 
North  St.,  Pleasant  St.  from  Plymouth  St.  to  Center  St., 
Titicut  St.,  and  Vine  St.  Each  of  these  streets  was  given  a 
six  inch  coat  of  gravel,  and  after  being  thoroughly  compacted 
with  water  and  the  roller,  they  were  given  a  coat  of  tar. 
After  sufficient  time  had  elapsed  to  allow  the  tar  to  penetrate 
the  gravel  a  coat  of  85%  asphaltic  road  oil  was  applied  for  a 
wearing  surface.  This  method  of  completing  the  surface  of 
gravel  roads  we  find  gives  the  best  results  and  will  last  from 
two  to  three  years,  depending  on  the  amount  of  traffic.  When 
the  surface  does  begin  to  show  wear,  a  very  light  treatment 
of  85%  oil  will  restore  the  surface  without  having  it  roll  up 
in  bunches. 

Long  Point  and  Marion  Road. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  the  town  appropriated 
$2,000  to  be  spent  on  these  roads;  to  this  there  was  added 
$4,000  by  the  State,  $2,000  by  the  County  and  $2,000  by  the 
Peirce  Trustees,  making  a  total  amount  available  of  $10,000, 
Work  was  begun  on  Long  Point  Road  at  the  Lakeville-Middle- 
boro  line,  and  extended  on  Long  Point  Road  to  Marion  Road, 
and  on  Marion  Road  nearly  to  Perry  St.,  a  distance  of  two 
miles. 
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The  road  was  widened  to  18  feet,  all  the  soft  places  filled 
with  stone,  and  the  whole  width  given  a  coat  of  gravel  6 
inches  in  thickness  when  rolled.  The  surface  was  then  treated 
with  a  coat  of  tar  and  85%  asphaltic  oil.  There  remains  one 
and  three-quarters  miles  of  road  to  be  similarly  constructed, 
and  when  completed  there  will  be  a  good  road  connecting  the 
state  road  between  Middleboro  and  New  Bedford  with  the 
state  road  from  Middleboro  to  the  Cape.  We  hope  the  town 
will  make  this  appropriation  the  coming  year. 

The  work  of  Mr.  Haire,  who  has  charge  of  the  South 
Middleboro  section,  has  been  very  satisfactory,  particularly 
the  amount  of  work  he  has  done  on  Purchase  and  Rocky 
Meadow  Streets. 


Sidewalks 

The  policy  of  building  a  certain  amount  of  cement  walks 
each  year  was  continued  this  year,  and  with  the  money  avail¬ 
able  new  walks  were  constructed  on  the  east  side  of  South 
Main  Street  from  Wareham  St.,  to  Webster  St.,  and  on  the 
west  side  from  Nickerson  Ave.,  to  Courtland  St.  Consider¬ 
able  work  was  also  done  in  resurfacing  the  present  tar  walks 
on  School  St.,  Pearl  St.,  High  St.,  and  Arch  St.

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INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS 

As  Inspector  of  Animals  for  Middleboro  from  March  1, 
1925,  I  would  report  there  has  been  very  little  disease  conta¬ 
gious  or  infectious  which  called  for  services  of  an  inspector 
during  my  term  of  office  to  date. 

The  cattle  of  Middleboro  as  a  whole  are  very  healthy, 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  by  inspection,  rules,  regula¬ 
tions,  etc.,  employed,  Middleboro  cattle,  particularly  milch 
cows,  are  in  a  good  state  of  health,  and  the  percentage  of 
tuberculosis  is  very  low  due  largely  to  methods  used  to  sup¬ 
press  and  eventually  eradicate  it. 

My  predecessor  in  office  the  lamented  Dr.  W.  H.  Haskell 
worked  very  hard  to  complete  the  last  annual  inspection  when 
ill  health  almost  overtook  him  before  his  task  was  finished, 
and  one  of  his  last  desires  in  this  life  was  that  he  might  be 
able  to  complete  this  work,  knowing  full  well  his  weakened 
condition,  and  by  the  books,  he  had  succeeded,  as  they  show :

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FOREST  WARDEN  REPORT 

A  total  of  76  grass  and  forest  fires  has  been  reported 
this  year ;  17  of  these  were  set  by  railroad  locomotives  and  59 
by  carelessness  of  individuals.  Two  hundred  and  twenty  nine 
acres  were  burned  over  with  an  estimated  loss  of  $110.00. 
While  there  were  12  more  fires  this  year  than  last,  the  acre¬ 
age  burned  over  was  63  less,  and  the  estimated  loss  was 
$4700.00  less. 

These  figures  surely  indicate  that  the  men  responsible 
for  extinguishing  these  fires  are  on  to  their  job  and  were  it 
not  for  the  fine  co-operation  of  the  Fire  Department  and  all 
the  deputies,  the  loss  would  have  been  much  larger,  as  there 
were  several  opportunities  for  bad  fires,  but  prompt  response 
to  the  call  stopped  them  in  time.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith,  for  your  considera¬ 
tion,  the  fifth  annual  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Middleboro 
Fire  Department,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  hi 
accordance  with  Section  21  of  Chapter  592,  Acts  of  1920. 

APPARATUS 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  : — 

1  Maxim  500  Gallon  Pumping  Engine,  purchased  June 
28,  1920. 

1  Knox  Combination  Chemical  and  Hose  Car,  purchased 
October  14,  1912. 

1  Maxim  City  Service  Ladder  Truck,  purchased  October 
11,  1915. 

1  Maxim  Hose  Car,  purchased  May  12,  1914. 

All  are  well  supplied  with  ladders,  3  gallon  hand  ex¬ 
tinguishers  and  the  most  necessary  appliances  for  aiding  the 
extinguishing  of  fires.

Engine  one  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  put  in 
first  class  condition,  painted  and  varnished.  It  is  desired  to 
match  paint  and  varnish  the  other  three  pieces,  not  only 
because  they  need  it,  but  to  have  them  in  keeping  with  the 
surroundings  when  placed  in  the  new  Fire  Station. 

New  front  tires  have  been  put  on  Engine  1.  To  continue 
the  policy  of  taking  all  precautions  possible,  new  tires  should 
be  placed  on  rear  of  Engine  1  and  front  of  Combinaton  1. 

Approximately  800  feet  of  hose  have  been  discarded  this 
past  year  as  unfit  for  use  by  the  Department  for  fire  fighting 
purposes.  A  portion  of  this  hose  became  unfit  because  of 
the.  poor  facilities  for  drying  and  storing  which  will  be  reme¬ 
died  in  the  new  station. 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  steps  should  be  taken  toward 
locating  one  piece  of  apparatus  in  some  of  the  outlying  vil¬ 
lages.  The  numerous  calls  to  these  districts  and  the  mileage 
considered  in  answering  them  only  strengthens  that  opinion. 

This  can  best  and  most  economically  be  accomplished  by 
placing  one  of  the  small  pieces  of  apparatus  now  in  use  in 
the  Center  in  the  outside  district  and  replacing  it  with  one 
of  greater  capacity  and  more  equipment,  the  better  to  cope 
with  conditions  now  existing  in  the  Centre. 

In  justice  to  the  Fire  Department,  wish  at  this  time  to 
call  the  attention  of  your  Board  to  that  part  of  the  service 
rendered  in  relation  to  Forest  fires. 

During  the  year  75  Forest  Warden  calls  have  been  re¬ 
ceived  here  over  telephone,  sounded  on  the  Fire  Alarm  sys¬ 
tem  and  a  piece  of  apparatus  sent  out  from  the  central  house 
in  answer  to  these  calls  for  help. 

Little  thought  or  credit  has  heretofore  been  given  to  this 
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branch  of  service  rendered  by  the  regular  force  and  appar¬ 
atus. 

As  evidence  of  the  activity  necessary  to  comply  and  work 
at  these  fires,  it  became  necessary  for  Combination  2  wagon 
to  travel  429.1  miles  and  used  176  pony  chemicals  in  assisting 
in  extinguishing  these  brush  and  grass  fires.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSESSORS. 


A  long  step  toward  equalization  of  taxes  was  made  this 
year,  by  the  new  plan  of  valuation.  A  definite  value  per  front 
foot  was  placed  on  land  at  various  points  thruout  the  village, 
dependent  on  the  distance  from  the  center  or  other  important 
locations.  All  land  between  these  points  was  then  pro-rated 
accordingly.  A  value  was  thus  placed  on  each  lot  according 
to  its  street  frontage,  to  a  depth  of  one  hundred  feet.  On 
deeper  lots  the  remaining  number  of  square  feet  of  back  land 
was  valued  at  one  tenth  of  the  front  or  street  rate.  Vacant 
or  undeveloped  lots  were  figured  in  the  same  way  and  dis¬ 
counted  on  a  percentage  basis,  according  to  the  various  ele¬ 
ments  that  would  tend  to  change  their  value.  Every  lot  in 
the  village  is  therefore  valued  by  a  definite  plan,  according 
to  its  size  and  location. 

We  have  been  able  to  do  this  only  by  making  use  of  the 
maps  of  the  village  that  Charles  N.  Warren  made  when  a 
member  of  this  Board.  They  are  the  most  valuable  property 
in  the  Assessors’  Department,  and  it  is  well  that  the  work 
he  did,  in  his  spare  time,  without  pay,  for  the  good  of  the 
town,  should  be  known. 

Outside  of  the  village  there  are  no  maps  with  which  to 
work.  Until  the  Assessors  have  maps  showing  the  entire 
town,  on  a  scale  of  at  least  200  feet  to  the  inch,  it  will  be  im¬ 
possible  for  them  to  more  than  estimate  the  value  of  the  land. 
In  many  instances,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  tell  who  owns 
a  particular  piece  of  land.  The  owners  do  not  know  the 
bounds,  and  with  the  passing  of  a  few  men  of  the  present 
generation  there  will  come  a  time,  when  the  ownership  of 
many  acres  in  town  will  be  in  doubt.  Enough  money  should 
be  appropriated  to  provide  this  department  with  the  maps 
needed. 
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The  Assessors  wish  to  impress  upon  the  Tax-payers  the 
necessity  of  filing  a  statement  of  personal  property  Before 
May  15th.  The  state  law  adds  a  penalty  of  50  per  cent  for  late 
filing.  Until  such  statement  is  filed,  no  abatement  can  be 
made,  even  to  correct  an  error. 

The  Assessors  have  no  option  in  the  matter,  and  are 
liable  to  fine  if  this  law  is  not  enforced.  FILE  YOUR  STATE¬ 
MENT;  then  any  cause  for  complaint  can  be  satisfactorily 
adjusted. 

We  do  not  assess  a  percentage  of  the  value  of  the  prop¬ 
erty.  Our  oath  of  office  requires  us  to  assess  “a  full  and  fair 
cash  value,’ ’  and  to  the  best  of  our  ability  we  have  done  so.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GAS  AND  ELECTRIC 
DEPARTMENT 

H.  J.  Goodale,  Town  Manager, 

Town  of  Middleboro. 

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  present  for  your  consideration  and  approval 
the  thirty-second  annual  report  of  the  Gas  and  Electric  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Town  of  Middleboro  for  the  year  ending  De¬ 
cember  31,  1925. 

The  department  has  had  a  successful  year  as  is  evi¬ 
denced  by  the  net  gain  in  surplus  of  $21,560.55,  (this  being 
the  difference  between  the  credit  balance  on  the  Profit  and 
Loss  account  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  period  and  the 
amount  of  Profit  and  Loss  balance  as  of  December  31),  not¬ 
withstanding  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  engineering  and  ex¬ 
perimenting  at  Muttock  Dam,  amounting  to  nearly  $3,000.00 
was  charged  off  this  year  as  a  loss. 

As  a  whole,  the  Department  has  made  a  creditable  show¬ 
ing,  as  the  combined  manufacturing  profit  was  $31,739.43. 
Although  the  power  sales,  increased  about  $350.00,  the  light- 
ng  sales  increased  $7,478.38,  a  good  portion  of  which  may  be 
attributed  to  the  extensions  made  in  the  past  three  years 
into  the  outlying  districts. 

Because  of  the  inability  to  attach  the  town’s  wires  on 
that  part  of  the  telephone  poles  demanded  by  that  company, 
all  of  the  extensions  planned  and  promised  for  this  year  have 
not  been  completed,  but  the  Telephone  Company  is  now  mak¬ 
ing  it  possible  to  go  ahead  and  in  a  short  time  they  all  will 
be  finished  except  a  part  of  Cedar  Street,  which  requires 
about  30  more  poles  to  be  set  and  this  cannot  be  done  to  ad¬ 
vantage  before  spring. 
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During  this  past  year  the  distribution  system  has  re¬ 
ceived  a  large  amount  of  much  needed  attention,  resulting  in 
much  better  service  and  a  big  reduction  in  emergency  calls 
and  outages. 

To  accomplish  this  nearly  20  miles  of  old  wire  has  been 
replaced  with  new  and  in  some  places  new  location  made  in 
order  to  get  away  from  the  trees  to  avoid  resulting  tree 
grounds  so  harmful  to  radio  reception. 

Much  money  and  time  have  been  devoted  exclusively  to 
finding  and  remedying  unfavorable  conditions,  (so  far  as  lay 
in  our  power),  that  might  have  a  tendency  to  interfere  with 
good  radio  reception,  and  in  order  to  continue  along  this  work 
and  get  the  desired  results,  apparatus  of  special  design  is 
needed  and  I  would  recommend  that  such  a  piece  be  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  plant  for  that  purpose.  The  22.3  miles  of  wire 
added  for  purpose  of  new  consumers  now  makes  the  total 
miles  of  wire  277.7  and  the  public  ways  occupied  by  over¬ 
head  wires  77.34  miles. 

The  outages  of  the  high  tension  line,  causing  so  much  in¬ 
convenience  to  the  manufacturer,  merchant  and  householder, 
have  far  exceeded  in  number  those  of  any  recent  years,  and 
emphasize  the  fact  that  definite  action  of  some  kind  should 
be  taken  to  remedy  the  prevailing  condition. 

By  the  extra  care  and  efforts  of  the  operators  at  the  gas 
house,  the  gas  plant  has  succeeded  in  getting  by  for  another 
year  without  any  shutdown  other  than  for  ordinary  repairs, 
but  the  same  condition  confronts  us  as  for  the  past  few  years 
and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  by  those  responsible  for  an  ample 
supply  of  gas  at  all  times,  that  the  Town  will  seriously  con¬ 
sider  adopting  one  of  the  metjiods  available  and  now  under 
consideration  by  you  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Two  and  two  hundredths  miles  of  new  gas  mains  have  been 
laid  on  the  following  streets:  Wareham,  Peirce,  Union,  Nick¬ 
erson  Ave.,  Barden  Hill  Road,  Fairview,  Frank,  Jackson, 
Hillside  Ave.,  Crowell,  Carey,  Washburn,  Keith,  North  and 
Benton.  This  makes  total  miles  of  main  now  installed,  15.4. 

There  were  connected  to  the  system,  51  services,  not  all 
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of  which  were  put  in  use  this  year,  but  under  existing  condi¬ 
tions  at  time  main  wTas  laid  in  front  of  premises,  deemed  it 
wise  to  lay  the  service  at  that  time  as  assurance  was  given 
that  service  would  be  used  in  spring. 

With  the  increased  demand  anticipated  for  next  year  it 
becomes  more  apparent  that  immediate  action  should  be 
taken  in  order  to  guard  against  the  lack  of  gas  due  to  acci¬ 
dents  to  gas  making  apparatus.  Cost  per  M  of  gas  manufac¬ 
tured  as  registered  by  station  meter,  $1,295.  Cost  per  M  sold 
$1,507.  Average  price  received  per  M  sold,  $1.77. 

The  water  available  for  use  at  the  Hydro  Station  was  the 
least  of  any  year  since  1918,  and  the  only  year  but  what  the 
water  wheels  could  be  used  some  every  month,  but  the  past 
year  there  were  two  months  the  water  wheels  were  not  started 
as  there  was  not  enough  water  to  run  the  street  lights  alone 
after  12  o’clock. 

The  K.  W.  Hours  generated  by  water  in  1925  was  98,906 
as  compared  with  217,560  K.  W.  H.  in  1924.  The  station 
operated  3,844  hours  5  minutes  (out  of  a  possible  8760  hours) 
against  5,561  hours,  33  minutes  in  1924.  * 

Number  of  transformers  purchased  31. 

Numbers  of  Meters  purchased  201. 

Number  and  size  of  broken  or  burned  out  street  lights  re¬ 
placed  as  follows: 

380 — 60  candle  power 
19 — 250  candle  power 
10 — 400  candle  power 
4 — 600  candle  power 

A  total  of  413  lamps. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  once  more  mentioning  the  inade¬ 
quate  illumination  of  the  streets  of  the  town,  both  on  the 
main  thoroughfares  and  residential  streets.  Primarily  a 
street  lighting  system,  as  the  term  implies,  should  be  em¬ 
ployed  to  light  the  streets,  or  better  still,  to  illuminate  the 
roads  and  roadways,  streets  and  sidewalks  in  such  a  manner, 
and  to  function  so  as  to  provide  safety  from  collision,  safety 
from  attack,  convenience  in  avoiding  stumbling,  convenience 
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in  avoiding  pools  of  water,  that  the  women  may  know  the 
convenience  in  the  sense  of  security  and  the  avoidance  of  eye 
fatigue,  which  at  present  is  caused  by  continual  passing  from 
dark  to  light  and  light  to  darkness. 

Even  a  superficial  survey  will  show  up  the  urgent  need 
of  improved  street  illumination.  The  recent  Christmas 
illumination  positively  demonstrated  what  might  be  ac¬ 
complished  all  the  year,  through  the  installation  of  a  real 
white  way,  in  attracting  out  of  town  as  well  as  local  buyers, 
also  be  a  cause  for  civic  pride,  and  be  an  incentive  to  further 
civic  improvements.  Modern  street  lighting  may  be  called 
the  “show  window  of  a  town  or  city.”  The  installation  of  a 
modern  white  way  would  place  the  town  on  the  most  favor¬ 
able  basis  for  comparison  with  other  towns  of  like  popula¬ 
tion  and  business. 

The  addition  of  some  60  candle  power  lamps  in  parts  of 
the  town,  would  add  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  convenience. 
As  all  sections  of  the  town  requiring  a  large  expenditure  of 
money  for  extension  of  lines  are  now  served,  it  seems  to  me 
some  of  the  surplus  formerly  used  for  that  purpose  might  be 
devoted  to  improving  the  street  lighting  on  streets  leading  to 
the  centre  of  the  town,  by  the  installation  of  additional  lights 
of  60  candle  power. 

In  conclusion  wish  to  call  through  you  to  the  attention 
of  the  citizens  that  by  the  operation  of  this  plant,  new  addi¬ 
tions  have  been  made  to  the  extent  of  $37,706.63,  at  no  ex¬ 
pense  to  the  town  by  direct  taxation  and  is  therefore  an  added 
asset  to  the  town  as  a  whole  to  that  amount. 

At  this  time  I  again  wish  to  tender  my  thanks  in  appre¬ 
ciation  of  your  advice,  co-operation  and  assistance,  in  what 
measure  of  success  that  results  of  the  past  year  have  shown.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEE  OF  THE  MARIA  L.  H. 
PIERCE  FUND  FOR  INMATES  OF  THE 

TOWN  FARM 


For  the  third  time  it  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  an¬ 
nual  report  of  the  Maria  L.  H.  Pierce  Fund  for  inmates  of 
the  Town  Home. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  income  from  this  fund 
is  to  be  used  for  luxuries  only. 

Among  the  more  important  gifts  to  the  old  people  may 
be  mentioned  a  Yictrola  and  records,  a  clock  for  the  corridor 
of  the  womens’  department,  and  for  the  men  a  portable  pool 
table,  the  usual  pipes  and  tobacco,  clippers  and  scissors  for 
the  men’s  hair  cutting.  At  first  thought  this  may  seem  a  ne¬ 
cessity,  but  it  is  for  them  a  real  luxury.  The  Middleboro 
Gazette  has  this  year  become  a  gift  from  the  fund. 

A  donation  very  much  appreciated  was  made  at  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Harlow,  who  kindly  volunteered  to 
knit  bed  shoes  for  every  member  of  the  Home.  This  offer  was 
gladly  accepted,  and  the  yarn  furnished.  With  the  advent  of 
cool  weather  the  socks  were  available  and  are  proving  a 
source  of  comfort. 

At  Christmas  the  Camp  Fire  Girls  again  visited  the 
Home,  and  were  welcomed  by  the  Matron.  A  tree  and  enter¬ 
tainment  were  arranged,  each  person  receiving  candy,  fruit 
and  an  appropriate  gift. 

The  old  people  on  the  whole,  seem  happy  and  contented, 
and  evidently  appreciate  the  little  additions  to  their  comfort.
